Sergt. Foreign, Who Was Accused of Sym- 
pathizing with Strikers, Is #xonerated 
and His Friends Apparently Intend to 
Make It Hot for Those Who Appeareti 
Against Him-stuart C. Wade, Captain 
of United States Deputy Marshals, 
Thrown Into a Cell for Doing His Duty. 


The charges of sympathy with the strikers 
and other misconduct during the la bor trou- 
bles preferred against Police Sergeant Je- 
rome L. Foreign were not sustained by the 
Trial Board investigation, Yesterday the in- 
spectors submitted a report to Chief Brennan 
acquitting Foreign of the charges and recom- 
mending that he be restored to duty without 
loss of pay for the time of his suspension. 
The Sergeant was charged by Capt. Conrad 
of the regular army with dereliction of duty 
July 18 at Fifty-first street and Wentworth 
avenue and July 5 on Fifty-first street. The 
army officer also made a general charge that 
the policeman was in active sympathy with 
the strikers. The Trial Board décided the 
policeinan bravely discharged his duty and 
that his conduct was every where creditable. 

Sergt. Foreigu having been exonerated, the 
next thing in order is to make it warm for the 
people who testified against him. Capt. Con- 
rad is probably beyond reach, being a regular 
army officer stationed at Fort Sheridan, but 
Stuart C. Wade evidently has been selected as 
a’ shining mark.

porations of the country. The crisis and the 
hard times of.the previous year which were 
themselves occasioned, we are‘convi 


the occasion for a pretended necessity of redu- 
cing the wages of workingmen everywhere 
throughout the Nation. To protect themselves 
in their extremities the railway employés formed 
the American Railway Union in the hope that by 
opposing a united front they might be able to 
defend themselves. Into this union men work- 
ing in connected industries were also admitted. 
No compulsion or undue influence was employed 
to obtain members, and.no effort was made to 
destroy the older brotherhoods. The only inten- 
tion was to bring abont a more perfect union, in 
which the will of the members should at all 
times rule. and to this end no strike was ordered 
except upon a majority vote of the local unions 
themselves. 

Into this union, at their own request, the em- 
ployés of the Pullman Palace Car company were 
admitted. As their greviances were the cause of 
the present general walkout it is proper at this 
time to fully present for the consideration of the 
voters of the United States those grievances. 


Life at Pullman Described. 


In the southern part of the city of Chicago is 
situated the town of Pullman, where is located 
a large manufacturing plant, covering a sleeping 
car, freight car, street car, car wheel, and other 
factories, besides foundries and rolling mills. 
The title to the land is in Pullman's company, 
and all of the buildings thereon, excepting only 
the plant of the Allen paper car wheel works, be- 
long also to the Pullman company. 
The houses are .rented by the company 
to the men, and while employés are not 
compelled to live in these houses preference is 
openly given to employés who choose to live in 
them. When the crisis came there was a large 
force of men, aggregating over 4,000, engaged 
in the service of the Pullman company. ‘This 
number was almost immediately reduced until 
no more than 800 men were so employed, and 
these, for the most part, were set to work at 
‘piece-worg on a basis which netted wages far 
below the ordinary; at the same time rents were 
not reduced and were closely collected both 


bad money to pay. The laws of the State of 
Illinois do not permit a deduction from wages 
by an employer; but it was the custom of the 
Pullman company to pay in two checks, one 
being the exact amount due the company for 
rent, water, gas, etc., and the other for the re- 
mainder, if any, of the wages after these deduc- 
tions were made. The collector always stood at 
hand ready to receive the check for the amount 
due the Pullmah company. Cases have been 
known where skilled mechanics * * 
checks ranging from one cent to or two 
weeks’ eke after this check had been deducted. 
When wages had been reduced in this manner to 
the point where the Pullman company was able 
to greatly underbid its competitors with the’ in- 
evitable result that wages must eventually have 
been reduced throughout the Nation, and when 
it became also apparent that the tenants would 
no longer be able to pay their rents and that a 
number of the houses would be vacated with the 
result that rents would have to be reduced the 
Pullman company took contracts at a figure 
lower than was offered by its competitors and 
also crowded the production and repair of cars 
for its own use, so that there were more men at 
work in the Pullman shops than at any time in 
eir history. 
ere —— 8 to the intelligent voters of the 
United States that the following elements make 
up rental value—nameiy: The supply of houses. 
the demand for same, and the purchasing power 
ofthe tenants which can alone make that de- 
mand effectual. We submit, however, that in 
case of the sudden reduction of the income of the 
tenants, below what was necessary to maintain 
their former standard of living, rents should be 
correspondingly reduced, and that the expendi- 
tures of the family are, in their ogler of import- 
ance and necessity, first for food, and then for 
shelter, clothing, and other necessities. Under 
the régime thus introduced in Pullman the work- 
men found themselves laboring from ten to six- 
teen hours a day with the result that at the 
end of the month their receipts had not 
balanced their @xoenditures and they were still 
compelied to ask credit of somebody.

The Rock 
Island railway officials, however, came 
quickly to the rescue of Capt. Wade. Now 
Wade intends to get back and says that two 
Chicago police officers will be arrested on 
Federal ‘warrants for interfering with a 
United States Marshal in the performance of 
his duty. 
Capt. Wade's Story. 

Capt. Wade gives the following account of 
his experience: 

The origin of the trouble dates back to 
July 18 when the train carrying Company C, 
United States Infantry, and a number ‘of 
Deputy Marshals arrived at the Fifty-first 
street crossing, where it was reported that shop 
workmen were being assaulted. We hadn't 
been there three minutes when a man started 
to pound a workman. Charges were preferred 
against Sergt. Foreign for his conduct at the 
time. Charles Lindstrom, a striking carpen- 
ter, was arrested for the assault and the Fed- 
eral courts turned the case over to the State 
courts to prosecute. Iafterward found out 
that T. F. Lysaught, a switchman, was the 
man assaulted. I went before Justice J. J. 
O’Toole at Thirty-ninth and State streets and 
secured two warrants for Lindstrom, one for 
intimidation and the other for assault. As 
only two men, myself and Lysaught, knew 
Lindstrom Justice O’Toole appointed me 
special constable for the execution of the war- 
rants and indorsed them on the back as fol- 
lows: N 
. “Stuart C. Wade is hereby appointed special 
constable for the purpose of executing the witb- 
in warrants. 

‘Lindstrom, who is a striking Swede car- 
penter, lives at a Swedish boarding-house, 
No. 5119 Wentworth avenue. I went there 
Friday night and the landlord said Lindstrom 
was in his room, I started up the front stairs 
and four big Swedes rushed after me. They 
tried to stop me. I told them I was a United 
States Marshal and that they must not inter- 
fere. They stopped to consult. I found 
Lindstrum in his room and read the warrants 
to him. He said he was willing to go. The 
door was suddenly burst gpen by the Swedes 


and they began to jabber to Lindstrom. The 
leader, Rasmussen, demanded to see 
my warrants. I pushed him out 
of. the room and attempted to 


close the door. They pushed it open again 
and were advancing on me when I drew my 
revolver and ‘backed my way down-stairs 
with my prisoner. The city police had been 
summoned in the meantime, and on the out- 
side 1 was accosted by two officers in uni- 
form who asked for my authority. I showed 
them the warrants and my star, and the offi- 
cers walked away, saying it was ‘all righ!.“ 
„Wen I got to the Fiftieth Street Police 
Station I found the Swedes in conference 
with Lieut. Morrissey, Lindstrom gave bail. 


Arrested for Doing His Duty. 


This morning a police court attorney of 
the name of Carmichael came to my car and 
asked me to go to the Stock- Yards, where Jus- 
tice O Toole was holding court, Justice Hen- 
nessy being away. I agreed to this, and Jus- 
tice O’Toole drove up while I was standing in’ 
front of the station. I stepped up to the Jus- 
tice to ask him to try Lindstrom’s case first. 
O’Toole said: 

„Hello, Wade! Is that you? Well, you 
won't stand much show around here today. 1 
I 
told him I thought that was funny procedure 
inasmuch as I was executing his own process. 
O’Toole then went in to hold court and Lind- 
strom’s case was continued until Aug. 7 in 
$200 bonds. Capt. O'Neil objected to the 
warrants on the ground that I was an alien 
and had no right to act. O' Toole said that if 
he had known this he would not have ap- 
pointed me. They looked up the authorities,

In the meantime a score of firemen from 
the engine houses behind the battery joined 
in the chase, and the animal was finally 
checked by Hughes and McGurn of Engine 
Company No. 9. Officer Nagle, who at- 
tem pted to stop the runaway at 
Jackson street, was knocked down, while 
Officer Riegel was badly hurt asto person 
and uniform by being dragged up and down 
the stone steps of the Art Building and over 
the chains. The name of the woman who 
figured in this thrilling incident was re- 
fused, She neither fainted nor screamed, 
but acted as if accustomed to 
excitement. The driver gave his name as F. 
J. Stone,a real estate dealer on Washington 
street, but his right name is supposed to be 
Rock and his address No. 8034 Dearborn 
street. He addressed the woman as May. 
Whoever he is, he held pluckily to 
the reins after his horse took 
fright and kept the buggy. close to the east 
curb of the boulevard, thus giving the drivers 
of the many other vehicles on the boulevard a 
chance to keep out ef the way. The contact 
of the wheel tires with the curb caused a 
myriad of sparks to be emitted and there was 
a regular pyrotechnical display along the 
boulevard to the Art Institute. After Fire. 
men MeGurn and Hughes had driven all the 
ginger out of the horse, Stone and his com- 
panion entered the buggy again and started 
for home, two policemen leading the nervous 
animal fora short distance. The horse was 
badly scratched, but the buggy was only 
slightly damaged. Several citizens who made 
mild attempts to stop the runaway were 
knocked down and rolled in the dust, but 
none were injured,

Kittie Adams is one of the most expert fe- 
male pickpockets, sneakthieves, and shoplift- 
ers known to the police, She obtained her 
education in crime under the tuition of the 
once notorious Mollie Mott ard for a long 
time carried on her nefarious business in con- 
junction with Jack Shine, who has seen the 
internal workings of the State prisons of IIli- 
nois, Ohio, and New York. Shine had to

In reply the Gov- 
ernor said: “ Papers are in the office showing 
that several members of her family died of 
consumption, and that she also is far gone in 
consumption. An additional showing was 
made that she was sent to the bridewell for 
one year an the charge of having stolen a 
dollar. Further than that the offense was 
committed nearly two years ago, when she 
left the city and was gone for a long time, 
and on her return she was hunted down and 
prosecuted and given this extraordinary 
sentence.

BLACK BAND OF THE CENTER BROKEN UP. 


Twelve Persons Convicted at Mons=Thrce 


* Sentenced to Death. 


Brussers, Aug. 4.—The most sensational 
criminal trial in the annals of Belgium was 
concluded today at Mons by the conviction of 
all but one of the accused. 

In August last the cottage occupied by an

NICARAGUANS MOVE ON BLUEFIELDS. 


Body of Troops Seize the Entrance to the 
PorteBiue Jackets Landed. 

Coron, Aug. 4.—According to advices re- 
ceived affairs in Bluefie'ds have taken a seri- 
ous turn. A British officer who arrived at 
Port Limon yesterday cabled to the Admiral- 
ty in London that the entrance to the port of 
Bluefields had been seized by 300 troops, 
under command of the President of Nicar- 
agua. Marines from the American and 
British warships have been landed for the 
purpose of protecting the interests of the 
United States and Great Britain. 

New Oxveans, La., Aug. 4.—The corre- 
spondent at Bluefields writes under date of 
July 29 that the outlook for an amicable set- 
tlement of the troubles is promising. Both 
the English and American naval commanders

Biunt Words of Congressman Geary to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 4—When the 
resolutions for the recognitior of the new Re- 
public of Hawaii were being discussed today 
by the House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
Mr. Geary of California furnished the most 
interesting passages of the discus- 
sion, “ as did at the first meet- 
ing. He informed his Democratic 
colleagues frankly that Mr. Boutelle had in- 
troduced the resolution, hoping and expecting 
the Democrats would reject it.

AMERICAN SHIELDS AN ANARCHIST. 


Felohorsny Escapes from a Russlan Con- 
sulate to a Vessel Flying Old Glory, 
BevGrave, Aug. 4.—A dispatch from Nisch 
says the Anarchist Felohorsny, alias Count 
von Sternburg, chief of the international 
band of Anarchists, has escaped’ from cus- 
tody. Felohorsny, who had long been 
sought after by the police of Europe, was 
recently captured by the police at Nisch, 
one of the principal Setvian cities. He 
was wanted by the Russian autbor- 
ities, and was turned over to Russian police- 
men, who took him to Salonica, Roumania, 
and locked him up for safe keepimg in the 
Russian consulate there, it being their inten- 
tion to take him by steamer to one of the 
Russian Black Sea ports. By some means, 
probably bribery, he managed to“effect his 
escape, and took refuge in an American ves- 
sel that was lying in the Gulf of Salonica. The 
consular officials learned that he was on 
board the vessel and demanded of the Captain 
that he be surrendered. The Captain refused 
to deliver the fugitive to the Russians, and 
immediately afterward put to sea.

New Tonk, Aug. 4.— [Special. —A remark- 
able accident took place on the New York and 

Brooklyn Bridge today. Car No. 83, in the 

rear of the train which left the Brooklyn ter- 

minus of the bridge at 3:20 this afternoon, 
jumped the track and fell fifteen feet into the 

roadway. There were four persons and a 

baby in the car, who, beyond slight cuts and 

bruises, were not seriously hurt. Thomas 

Wooten, who raises the cable so that it can be 

taken by the grip, had a narrow escape. He 

was in his little house beside the track and 
was swept with it to the roadway by the top- 
pling car. That a score of lives were not lost 
is due solely to the fact that the car fell to the 
right instead of to the left. Had it gone in 
the latter direction it would have tumbled 
into the midst of the pedestrians on the foot- 
path, who at that hour were many in number. 

When Wooten dispatched the train it was 
made up of four cars. The engine had just 
let go and the gripman had taken the cable 
for the trip to New York. Suddenly there 
was a jolt, ripping and jarring, and the rear 
car ran along the ties and fell bottom side up 
on the hard paving stones of the roadway 
leading to New York. For a minute there 
wasn’t a sound, Then the pedestrians 
crowded up to the guard rails, drivers hauled 
up their horses, and hurry calls were sent for 
the reserves and for ambulances. The other 
three cars ran safely on, leaving the rear 
trucks of 83 on the track. The train was 
quickly stopped, however, and backed slowly 
down to the yards. Then all hands turned to 
the derailed car. It lay on its roof, partly in 
the roadway and partiy on the edge of the 
track. Inside were tive persons unable to get 
out. They were two men, two women, and 
one baby. Fright had completely unnerved 


them.

They 
were on the roof inside, surrounded by splint- 
ers and broken giaass, and yet were unhurt, 
eave from slight cuts and bruises. Gaffney 
soon had the women-out, and the men, one 
of whom was Charles Gray of No. 318, State 
street, Brooklyn, got out themselves. There 
was no need of the ambulances, for all were 
able to go to their homes save Mrs. Rafferty 
of No. 112 York street, Brooklyn, who was 
on the promenade with her husband and 
child. She fainted from fright. 

Wooten was sitting in his house beside the 
track when the car jumped. The house 
where he directed the trains’ movements was 
right in line with the ‘toppling car. It swept 
it into the roadway as if it were paper. Woo- 
ten went too. He was able, however, to 
crawl from the débris with no hurts save the 
slight ones described. The car fell against 
the companionway leading down to the 
engine- room. This was made of stouter ma- 
terial, and, though baiily smashed, it had 
enough resistance to break a big hole through 
the side of the car. One pair of trucks fell to 
the roadway. The other staid on the tracks 
and was removed by track hands. 

A curious fact was that all the glass lamps 
and globes in the car were unbroken. Train- 
master F. W. Prince gave the cause of the 
accident later. He said that the curve plate. 
a small bit of iron in the truck, fell off and 
got jammed between the switch and main 
track, This caused the wheels, although there 
was a wooden guard, to jump the track. They 
ran along the ties for a few yards, and then 
the car, breaking loose from the train, toppled 
over upon the coping.

Facts Concerning a Union of Independent 
Distillers Relieve the Dulliness. 


New York, Aug. 4.—[Special.|—This is the 
dull season in Wall street, but dull as it is the 
news of the independent organization in op- 
position to the whisky trust started the blood 
running quickly in the veins of men interested 
in the trust. They saw in the news 
much that was disturbing to them, foreshad- 
owing as it does more active opposition to the 
organization than it has encountered since it 
came into being. It was especially interest- 
ing to Mr. Greenhut and his associates, who 
are spending the hot season in this city. It is 
somewhat remarkable that the only part of the 
story which an attempt has been made todeny 
was that pertaining tothe new organization.

There was no 
denial of the attack made on the credit of the 
compapy, coincident as it was with the Presi- 
dent’s operation on the short side of the mar- 
ket. No one questioned the correctness of 
the story about the seizure of the distiileri es, 
the placing of armed men in control of the 
same, and the refusal to deliver the goods 
of the trust to its agents. Neither wae a 
question raised about the institution of quo 
warranto proceedings for the forfeiture of 
the charter of the company, the bond issue, 
or the establishing of the independent dis- 
tributing company to destroy the business of 
the trust's best customer. Furthermore, the 
disadvantages which the trust labors under in 
competing with rival concerns were not ques- 
tioned. :

HARD TO GET TERRITORY LARGE 
ENOUGH FOR GEN. MILES’ PLAN. 


May Be Abandoned=Western Company sat 
Fort Sheridan Shaws Some Tactics Not 
inthe Army Regulations fiicers In- 
‘terested in the Case of Maney~Seem 
Glad No Punishment Is to Be Visited 
on HimeManey Living Quietly at the 
Fort- Tired of Gis Notoriety. 


Those field maneuvera which Gen. Miles 
wishes to have in the country round about 
Fort Sheridan are still in doubt. It is still 
considered highly desirable to play war all 
over the north end of Cook County with the 
1, 800 men now at the post, but the trouble 
is to find room enough wherein to 
move them all. The space necessary to swing 
a brigade under the ‘new open order regula- 
tions is about 10,000 acres. It is hard to 
roam around over 10,000 acres in the neigh- 
borhood of Chicago without trampling on 
somebody’s suburban villa or somebody’s 
old cabbage farm. 

About the post, through and among such 
members of Gen Miles’ staff as are still in 
camp, the field practice plan nas come 
to be regarded as an evanescent dream. 
None of the officers know any- 
thing about it. They have about con- 
cluded that the plan will be abandoned. 
But whether or not any extensive fieid 
practice is attempted the detachments now in 
camp about the post are being kept per- 
petually busy, and will be so long as they 
remain at Sheridan. Yesterday morning at 
10 o' clock there was inspection and review of 
the whole body of troops—a splendid mil- 
itary spectacle. Hundreds of citizens wit- 
nessed the show. Besides all the com- 
panies of the Fifteenth Infantry 
which made up the most of the garrison were 
turned out a squadron of the Third Cavalry 
from Fort Riley under Maj. Norris, four 
troops of the Sixth Cavalry under May Lebo, 
four batteries of the First and Second Ar- 
tillery under Maj. Randolph, the two home 
troops of The Unlucky Seventh“ Cavalry 
under Capt. Hare,an imposing line altogether. 
These troops assembled on the post parade 
ground, Col. Gordon of the Sixth Cavalry 
in command of them all. First there was in- 
spection and then came the imposing cere- 
mony of review. Col. Crofton, Post Com- 
mandant, being the senior officer, was the one 
who reviewed the detachments. He had as his 
ee} Col, Henry Turner of the First Infantry, 

. N. G., to whom especial compliment was 
given. Col. Turaer was furnished with a 
mount and before him and Col, Crofton the 
whole force of regulars passed in review, the 
post band leading. 

After this Ma). Gordon of the Third Caval- 
ry proceeded to astonish the Fort Sheridan 
garrison. He set Capt. Dodds, Troop F of 
the Third, to do an exhibition drill just to 
show how they can cut capers out at Fort 
Riley. ‘Troop F did things that are 
not down in the regulations. Just by way of 
example all the men uncinched their saddles, 
threw their stirrups over their saddles, mount- 
ed cossack fashion, standing in the ungirthed 
saddles, and charged up and down the parade 
ground like so many Apaches. Then they 
exhibited a few Indian tricks—dropping their 
horses to be used as breastworks and the 
like, Dodds’ horses are trained to 
tall at bugle and be as if they 
were dead while the riders fire over them. 
Next Wednesday the performance will be re- 
peated, ‘There wiil be another brigade re- 
view. Maj. Morris says that his cavalrymen 
shall do still greater tricks. One of the fa- 
vorite tricks of the rough riders of the Third 
is a marine drill. Four squadrons of them at 
a time have ridden their horses, all accurately 
in line, rignt out into Lake Michigau and 
there carried on queer evolutions..

FUNERAL OF J. HN OLIVER TODAY. 


Chicago Pioneer and Millionaire Dies 
Suddenly of Heart Disease. 

The funeral of the late John Oliver, one of 
Chicago’s pioneers and millionaires, who died 
suddenly Friday of heart disease, will take 
place at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon from the 
family residence, No. 24 Homan avenue, 
The interment will be at Graceland. 

Mr. Oliver was born in Kilmainard. Scot- 
land, in 1835 and came to Chicago in 1849. 
He was for some years a lumberman, learn- 
ing the business under Norton & Co. He 
worked afterward for Ryerson, Hilis & Co. and 
Butler Bros., and in 1869 became a partner in 
the firm of Cutlef, Anderson & Oliver. For 
the last fifteen years of his life he was a real 
estate dealer, though he practically retired 
from business several years ago, having ac- 
cumulated a fortune of over $1,000,000. 

Mr. Oliver was a shrewd, untiring. ambi- 
tious, and thrifty man, endowed with hard 
sense and good business intuition. He was 
not talkative and seldom said anything about 
his business affairs to any one else. e Was 
not a society man and belonged to no church, 
but he was associated with a West Side club, 
and was a Mason-of high degree. He leaves a 
widow and four children, three sons. who are 
in the lumber business together, and an un 
married daughter. His brother is the mana- 
ger of the Bee Hive store.

Mempuis, Tenn., Aug. 4.—Grasshoppers 
are said to be destroying the crops in the 
eastern part of this (Shelby) county and in 
the adjoining county of Tipton. They made 
their appearance only a few days ago. Great 
damage is already reported. 

Mrircueut, Ind., Aug. 3.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—In this and adjoining counties 
crops are in a deplorable condition, there hav- 
ing been no rain of any consequence for 
eight weeks. Unless rain comes in the next 
week the corn crop will be ap entire failure. 
The fruit crop is a failure. This, with the 
closing of our stone quarries and other busi- 
ness failures, will leave thousands of people 


in this section of the State in very destitute 


circumstances. Many laborers have gone 
through the summer thus far without work.

Heavy rains have fallen in Southwest MMis- 
souri recently and the corn is in fine can di- 
tion. In Bates, Vernon, and Henry, the great 
corn counties of that portion of the State, 
the crop will be the finest ever raised. There 
have been good rains from Kansas City to the 
western part of Central Missouri. also plenty 
of rain in Southeast Missouri. Central Mis- 
souri and the country north of the Missouri 
River is stil! suffering for rain. Bottom corn 
is doing quite weil everywhere, but without 
rain in the next ten days it will be short. 
Corn on the hills will not make a half crop. 
It is probable we will have not much over 
two-thirds of a crop in Missouri this year.

Bourbou sSuccess=Mayor McCarthy of 
Lemont Said to Be the Chief Acent in 
Effecting the Scheme—Plan for Repeat- 
ing. 

What seems to be a conspiracy to use the 
laborers on the drainage canal in the interest 
of the Democratic ticket this fall has been 
formed, and J. W.\McCarthy, Mayor of Le- 
montand chief clerk in the Probate Clerk’s 
office, has been selected as the special agent 
of the Democratic Campaign committee to 
execute certain details of, the scheme. Capt. 
Williams, the Chief of Police of the Sanitary 


District, is another man who has 
been assigned a post, and certain 
Drainage Trustees have been whipped 


into line. This immense organization, the 
interests of which are interwoven with count-

Steps have already been taken to go through 
the form of making them legal citizens.

The Democrats 
in all the important places are men of the 
machine variety, ready to use theif positions 
in any way they can to carry the county for 
the Democratic ticket. The campaign com- 
mittee has made the boast that it will reduce 
the Republican majority in the country 
towns.

ILLINO:S NAVAL RESE&VE DRILL. 


The Battalion Acquits Itself Admirably at 
the Annual Inspection, 

Called upon on short notice the First Bat- 
talion of the Illinois Naval Reserve acquitted 
itself admirably on the annual inspection 
ordered yesterday by Adjutant-General Oren- 
dorff. The appearance of the men was excel- 
lent, and they executed their many maneuvers 
with the precision of tried man-of-war’s men. 
The battalion wore their white duck uniforms, 
while the officers were in ugdress uniform. 
The inspection was conducted by Col. Hugh 
Bayle of the Adjutant’s staff and Lieut.-Col. 
Leroy T. Stewart, and was highly approved 
by them. The exercises consisted of a land 
> drill in which the battalion was made into one 
division of artillery with two rapid-firing 
Hotchkiss guns commanded by Lieut, Alien 
and three divisions of infantry commanded 
by Lieuts. Robinson and Devole. The mem- 
bers of the reserve are instructed in infantry, 
artillery, and cavalry tactics, and in the shore 
drill they acquitted themselves as creditably 
as the best disciplined of land lubber soldiers, 
After the land drill the men went 
through the heavy gun drill on the decks of 
the Illinois, with cutiass and sword drill as 
well. Then the twelve-oar cutter and six-oar 
whale boat were lowered and the tars pulled 
about the lake, finally boarding the Illinois 
in attacking style, with the party 
e board repelling the attack.

369, when as a matter of fact and as our examina- 
tion discloses the association at that time held 
deeds for real estate costing it over $50,000, 
These holdings of real estate were carried as live 
loans, although the association had taken the 
roperties, the effect of the statement as rendered 
— to create the impression that the active in- 
terest-bearing loans of the association were 
$140,000 greater than was really true. At the 
time of our examination and at this time over 
$325,000 of the assets of the association were 


totally anproductive. 

We can find no evidence that at any time were 
the shareholders furnished with a statement 
showing the amount or items of. the expenses of 
the association, although during the year ending 
Jan. 1, 1894, the enormous sum of $43,568, or 
more than ten (10) per cent of the gross receipts 
of the association, were disbursed in the payment 
of so-called expenses. 

In reporting this association to you for pro- 
ceedings we do so firmly believi that the se- 
curity of the savings of the people of this State 
who have made investments in thestock of build- 
ing and loan associations, or who may hereafter 
make such investments, will be seriously men- 
aced if the deceptive, if not indeed fraudulent, 
methods obtaining in the conduct of the affairs 
of this association do not receive the condemna- 
tion at the hands of our cvurts which they de- 
serve. 

BLOOMINGTON. III., Aug. 4.— [Special. 
The announcement that State Auditor Gore 
had ordered suit to be iustituted against the 
Illinois National Building and Loan Associa- 
tion of Bloomington on account of an alleged 
unsatisfactory condition of the ussociation’s 
affairs has created no great commotion here. 

Judge Thomas F. Tipton of the Circuit 
Court, President of the association, submit 
the question of the expense fund to the Attor., 
ney-General, and he decided that the by-laws 
of the Illinois Building and Loan Association 
were valid. Judge Tipton says: 

IJ supposed the decision of the Attorney- 
General would be the end of that question. 
The Attorney-General of Minnesota decided 
the same question a year or two ago in regard 
to one of their associations and retused to 
proceed on the report, holding that he had a 
right to decide the question for himself as to 
whether the association was proceeding ac- 
cording to law. Ihave no doubt of the Attor- 
ney-General of Illinois taking the same 
course. We have no fear of the result of any 
litigation for the reason that there can be no 
doubt of the correctness of the decision of the 
Attorney-General.” 

Aside from the expense fund complica- 
tion the opinion generally prevails that there 
has beon gross carelessness or lack of shrewd- 
ness in the association’s loan business in Chi- 
cago, and that a considerable amount of 
money has been sunk there. 


QUEER CASE OF LOST IDENTITY. 


Woman in an Asylum Who Siyvs She Once 
Taught School in Chicago. 

Mempuis. Tenn., Aug. 4.—(Specia!l.]—At 
the Shelby County insane asylum is a woman 
who is puzzling the authorities and isa mys- 
tery to herself. March 25 she was found by 
the Memphis police wandering the streets 
witha baby some three weeks old in her 
arms. She said when she was taken in 
charge that she was Mrs. Jacob Rosen- 
berg, the wife of the manager of the 
Davis plantation near Helena, Ark. 
It was only on condition that her husband be 
at once notified of her plight that she would 
consent to be taken to the asylum, and she 
expressed the utmost confidence that she 
would be obliged to remain in durance only a 
day or so. The woman when found was well 
dressed. She seemed of more than ordinary 
refinement. Since that day she has evinced 
not the slightest sign of insanity. and today, 
if word could be obtained of her family, she 
would be released at once. The only sign 
that she is not all that she should be mentally 
is that although she apparently remembers 
the names of her friends and tamily perfect- 
ly. no such persons exist so far as can 
learned, The case seems to be one of 
lost identity.

BERING SEA AWARD Is VIULATED. 


American Ship Charged with Taking Seals 
Contrary to the Agreement. 

PonrLaxp, Ore., Aug. 4.—The first case to 
come up under the provisions of the findings 
of the Paris tribunal of arbitration to settle 
the Bering Sea controversy between the United 
States and Great Britain was brought to light 
at Astoria by the arrival there last Thursday 
of the American schooner Kate and Ann from 
Bering waters, having on board 608 sealskins, 
part of which were caught within the closed 
zone in the waters covered by the 
provisions of the tribunal’s findings and in- 
cluded in the proclamation of the President. 
issued in pursuance of the same. Collector 
Paige being in doubt as to the status of the 
case has asked instructions from the United 
States District Attorney. If the facts areas 
set out in Collector Paige’s letter the vessel 
will likely be seized and libeled. 


Japanese War Vessels. 

The three naval vessels of the Japanese which 
took part in the recent engagement, capturing a 
Chinese warship and sinking a transport, are 
crack ships. The biggest, the Akitsushima, is a 

rotected cruiser of 4.200 tons displacement. 

t was builtin Japan, having n launched in 
1891, and was an exponent of the highest 
naval development of its period. It carries 
one 12'4-inch breech-loading rifle. 12 4.7-inch 
rapid fire guns, six machine guns, and four 
torpedo tubes, and has a sp of nineteen 
knots. The Takachiho is one of two sister ships 
builtin England by the Armstrongs in 1885. the 
other being the Naniwa, the prototype after 
which our Charleston was designed. he Taka- 
chiho is a steel, twin-screw protected cruiser of 
3,650 tons displacement and 18% knots speed. 
which was phenbmenal when it was built and 
is still extreme. It carries two ten-inch and six 
5.9-inch breech-loading rifles, two small rapid 
fire guns, ten machine guns, and four torpedo 
tubes. The Hi-Yei is an armo cruiser of 
2.284 tons displacement, carrying a main bat- 
tery of nine guns and having a speed of twelve 
knots It was built in 1879. The Japanese 
navy is excellent not only in ships but aiso in 
officers and men.

Made Public at Topeke,:-Kas., Attack- 
ing Gov.

Des Mornes, Ia., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—The 
Des Moines Postoffice fight is not settled yet. 
Ed Hunter is thought to have gone to Wash- 
ington, for he has not been seen in Des 
Moines for several days. His commission 
has not arrived yet, and there is reason to 
think it never will. The facts revealed in 
what is now known as the Eiboeck manifesto 
were all sent to the White Hcuse over the 
wire. No word has come from there since, 
but the continued withholding of the com- 
mission seems to be intiniation enough. 
Meanwhile the local Democracy continues 
to be all torn up over the matter. 
The disaffection in the German ranks con- 
tinues to grow. Judge Kinne of the Supreme 
Court, who is nowa candidate for the new 
Federal judgeship, got himself entangled in 
the postoffice fight during the closing hours, 
and went to Washington to makea plea for 
Mr. Hunter. The Germans have a special 
grudge against him for that. 

The Germans outside of Des Moines are 
beginning to be heard from, and they are 
speaking in no uncertain terms. One of 
these who has always been prominent 
in the Democracy of Des Moines County 
stated today in a letter which was published 
here that the defeat of Col. Eiboeck would 
turn that county over to the Republican 
party. Similar reports come from Scott 
County, where the Germans will defeat Con- 
gresasman Hayes for reslection because he be- 
trayed Eiboeck and virtually made a deal with 
Hunter.

Startling Private Letter Made Public by 
the Republicans at Topeka, Kas. 

Topeka, Kas., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—A pri- 
vate letter written by Stephen A. Allen, the 
Populist Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court, was made public here today. It was 
written -May 19 last to Lieut.-Gov. Percy 
Daniels, who was turned down by the Popu- 
list State convention for Governor, and re- 
fused a renomination. The letter was given 
out by the Republican State Central com- 
mittee, but no statement was made as to 
where it was obtained. Judge Allen was 
opposed to the renomination of Gov. Lewel- 
ling and would have liked to have had Daniels 
given the first place on theticket. After 
speaking of the county conventions, which 
were to be held a short time after the letter 
was written, Judge Allen says: 

It seems to be generally ccnceded that the drift 
‘of sentiment is all in favor of the renomination 
of Gov. Lewelling and the other State officers. 
If the people were cognizant of the facts and un- 
derstood the kind of a campaign that must nec- 
essarily follow. I should have no fears of serious 
mistakes being made by the convention, but I do 
not think that the massesof the people have 
much idea what is really going on. You know there 
has been much talk about the administration of 
affairs in the large cities. Within the last few 
days I have learned, not from the enemies, but 
from the friends of the administration, of cir- 
cumstances showing that the administration 
affairs in some, if not all, of the cities 
of the § first class, are thoroughly cor- 
rupt, and that to the knowledge at least 
of the Governor. I have also been told of cir- 
cumstances which tended strongly to indicate 
that this condition of affairs meets with his sanc- 
tion. I cannot by letter undertake to put to- 
gether the various things that I have learned 
without going out of my way todo so nor do 1 
wish at present to name my authorities. In fact, 
I mucn prefer not to place myself in the attitude 
of an accuser of anybody, and whatI wish to sug- 
gest to you and wish all the people could know 
is that serious charges are now made and 
during tne campaign we shall unquestionably 

ve them to face. Itis an open secret that the 
prohibitory law has not been enforced in the 
arger cities. You know! am not, to draw it 
miidly, a prohibition crank, yet it is easy for me 
to see how readily corrupt practices become 
associated with systematic disregard and viola- 
tion of law. Our opponents in the campaign can 
start out with the clear and admitted proposi- 
tion that the prohibitory law has been generally 
disregarded in the larger cities. I fear also that 
they can easily show systematic ing by the 
police departments. ow much evidence will 
then be required to convince those of our peopie 
who are especially interested in the enforcement 
of the prohibitory law that the administration is 
directly connected with ali these practices? 
Worst of all I dread possible development show- 
ing direct connection-of the Executive office with 
these matters. We have all the matters to de- 
fena that we can possibly carry without having 
to meet charges of corruption.

CLOUD ON THE STANFORD ESTATE. 


Move Made for a Friendly Suit with Uncle 
Sam to Quiet Title. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 4.—Although the 
claim of the United States against the Le 
land Stanford estate for $15,000,000 doe 
not become due until Jan. 16, 1895, there is 
every reason to believe that proceedings of 
the State courts to collect the alleged indebt- 
edness will be commenced ata much earlier 


date, The suit has put a cloud on the title of 
every portion of the valuable estate. 
When a few days ago Mrs, Stan- 
ford, by her attorneys, notified 


the government that its claim against the 
estate had been rejected, it was generally be- 
‘lieved no further action would be taken until 
the first bonds of the Central Pacific company 
“had become due. Until that time the govern- 
ment would have no legal right to enforce its 
claims. Since that time, however, it is said 
Mrs. Sanford has submitted to the United 
States through its representative, District-At- 
torney Charles A. Garter, a pro tion for a 
friendly suit. The government is asked to 
bring its suit without waiting until Jan. 16, 
1895, when a portion of the claim will be 


due. In the event of this proposition being 
found agreeable, it will be to all in- 
tents and purposes a suit to quiet 
title. The administrators are ex ing- 


ly anxious to have the matter cleared up. 
Mrs. Stanford and her attorneys are con- 
fident the government's claim is wholly un- 
founded and that a judgment in its favor will 
never be granted. Therefore the prospect 
for a long delay in the settlement and distri- 
bution of the dead Senator’s estate is not in- 
viting and will be prevented if such a thing 
is possible. The sequestration of an amount 
sufficient to meet the government’s claim 
would mean the swallowing up of the entire 
estate and will be fought vigorously. The 
distribution of the estate cannot take place 
until all the claims against it have been set- 
tled and it has been determined whether 
there is a sufficient to meet all claims.

The final events of the National Circuit 
bicycle meet were run off at the South Side 
Ball Park yesterday and attracted some 5.000 
spectators, who were entertained by good per- 
formances, dust and wind taken into consid- 
he Clase B races proved a disappointment, 
accidents putting two of the best riders—Bliss 
and Taxis—out of the game, while Sanger, 
another brilliant gem, was too sick to mount 
a wheel. Both Bliss and Taxis received ter- 
rific falls, and were lucky to get away with 
bruised knees and sprained elbows, Burt, the 
Kansas boy, was also laid up with a battered 
shoulder, and several Class A men were more 
or less damaged.

VIGILANT WINS IN A GOOD BREEZE. 


Britannia Beaten in an Open Race- George 
Gould Falls Into the Sea. 

Cowrs, Aug. 4.—George Gould’s yacht 
Vigilant has redeemed the promise of her 
sailing master that, given deep water and a 
strong wind, she would defeat the Prince of 
Wales’ boat, Britannia. The race today was 
fifty miles, twice over the Queen’s course 
from off the castie at Cowes, eastward to and 
around East Lepe buoy, leaving it on the 
starboard hand and then eastward, passing 
near the West Bramble buoy, and around the 
Warner Lightship, The prize was £100, and 
the race the fourteenth between these two 
boats, of which the Britannia had won ten. 

The start was in a stiffish westerly bree ze. 
Some seconds advantage was with Britan- 
nia in the send-off at 10:40, but tne Vigilant 
quickly overcame it and was put in the lead, 
which she held to the finish, only once 
coming near being put in second place. The 
two yachts went under ordinary topsails and 
medium jibs and foresails until they passed 
the flagboat. Both swung round virtually to- 
gether in ordet to pass the line, The Britan- 
nia was on the Vigilant’s port side, holding 
the weather position. When boats got 
into open water the Vigilant opened out and 
soon drew level. With two tacks they passed 
the Lepe buoy as follows:

As they ran back for the Warner Lightship 
the Vigilant was still gaining. pasmng the 
home mark boat 1 minute 11 seconds ahead. 
At Ryde Pier, going eastward, Vigilant had a 
lead of 4 minutes 4 seconds. showing a gain 
of nearly 4 minutes. Running eastward the 
Vigilant gained rapidly, but in beating: back 
against the wind the Britannia gained slightly, 
and she passed Ryde Pier on the return from 
the Warner Lightship only 2 minutes 10 sec- 
onds behind the Vigilant. A lo reach 
brought the yachts back to Cowes for the com-

The Vigilant’s ſead here was 3 minues 50 
seconds, only 20 seconds more than her time 
alloWance to her rival. The wind had hauled 
around slightly southward and was strong. 
After rounding Lepe buoy on the second 
round the yachts returned in a free reach and 
repassed Cowes with the Vigilant 4 minutes 
8 seconds ahead. Returning they came in 
sight off Cowes, about a mile from home, with 
the Vigilant 5 minutes 55 seconds in the lead.

Consequently Vigilant won by 6 minutes 
50 seconds actual time and by 4 minutes 46 
seconds correected time. 

Taking the starting time as 10:40, and the 
Vigilant’s finishing time as 2:37:40, it will 
be seen that she went over the course, slightly 
less than fifty miles, in 3 hours 57 minutes 
40 seconds, or roughly speaking, at the rate 
of twelves miles an hour. 

George Gould had a narrow escape from 
drowning yesterday when he met the. Vigilant 
in a steam launch off the Spit Lightship. Just 
as he was walking ucross a plank 
held between the two vessels the 
launch gave a sudden lurch and Mr. 
Gouid fell into the sea. He was wearing a 
mackintosh. and the garment flew over his 
head and for a time Mr. Gouid’s situation was 
critical. However, he kept his head, and 
treading water threw his arms up and, just as 
he was sinking, succeeded in getting the 
mackiutosh clear of his head. asping for 
breath, he held out his hand to the Vigiiant’s 
people, who caught it in the nick of time and 
dragged him on board the sloop. 


ROWING RESULTS AT HAMILTON, 


The Senior Singles Result in a Great Kace, 
but MeDowell Shows Poorly. 


Hamuuton, Ont., Aug. 4.—[Special. ]—Four 
thousand people witnessed the finals in the 
annual regatta of the Canadian Association 
of Amateur Oarsmen this afternoon.

LINCOLN PARK OLUB HOLDS ITS Au-

The schooner 
yacht Crusader, the flagship of the club, won 
in its class over the Toxteth, and the old-time 
champion eighteen-footer Ida K. defeated the 
Aloysius. The fleet Phantom had no boat to 
race within its class and sailed over the 
2 alone. 

regatta was the annual club eve 
the Lincoln Park Yacht club 8 
sailed off the park in the presence of 
thousands of spectators, who remained on the 
Lake Shore drive for foar hours to watch the 
contest of the boats, It wasan ideal sailing 


day, with about the right amount of wind 


for all light sails. The Phantom sailed the 
sixteen-mile outer course in remarkably good 
time, making it in 2 hours 3734 minutes. It 
had been expected that the now famous 
Valiant would be back from Green Bay in 
time to sail against it, but the north gale had 
delayed it too much and it did not appear. A 
sail was seen just before the start which was 
thought to be the expected sloop. but it 
proved to be the Marion, and the Phantom 
was forced to go over the course alone. 

The starting gun was fired from the judges’ 
boat, the steamer Sunbeam, at 2:50 o’clock. 
The Aloysius was the first to cross the line, 
followed by the Viking. The Arrow was 
third and the Phantom and Crusader were 
close together. Then came the Toxteth and 
the rest of the racers straggling over the line. 
The course was to the outer Lake View crib 
and was a dead beat to windward, The Phan- 
tom, Arrow, and several other sloops took the 
port tack out in the lake first, but to the sur- 
prise of many the schooners stood to the 
north, although wind showed signs of 
hauling from the northeast te the east. The 
Arrow won much admiration on this 


leg of the course. Although consider 
ably behind its nearest competitor, 
the Viking, it shortened the distance 


materiaily in the windward work, and proved 
a strong boat. The Phantom was doi 

splendid work, and the Crusader outfoo 

the Toxteth. When the Lake View crib was 
reached the Phantom was the first around. 
The Arrow was nest and the Crusader led the 
Viking around. In the thrash to windward 
the Arrow had overhauled and ssed the 
Vikmg by a long stretch. ‘The Elliua was

All this time the wind had been steadily 
to the eastward. It had died down material- 
ly and many of the boats had all their 
light sails spread. The run for the 
larger boats to the four-mile crib was close- 
hauled, and even at they could 
barely make the turning point. The Arrow 
kept increasing its lead on the Viking ali the 
way around the waterworks crib, while the 
Ida K. began to show the Aloysious that it 
had not forgotten to sail since the time when 
it held the championship of the eighteen-foot 
class. The run home from the last buoys did 
net change the positions of the boats ma- 
terially. Ihe Arrow was first in, with the 
Viking seven minutes later. The Toxteth 
dropped out of the race after turning the four- 
mile crib and sailed into the anchorage 
grounds, as the Crusader had a hopeless lead. 
The Ida K. and Aloysious finished after the 
second-class sloops and the Crusader brought 
up the rear. 

The prizes for the winners in each class are 
the championship pennants of the club for 
1894.

rations. In the present struggle, as well as in all 
the struggies the past between workingmen 
and r employers, it has been found that there 
is no brovision in the laws of the country to ad- 
jedieate disputes between employer and employé. 
The only laws whichare called into operation ere 
those for the preservation of public order. There 
is t need of legislation to enable the peace- 
able adjudication of labor disputes. i 
For the purpose of making clear what legisla- 
tion is required we represent to you that che fol- 
lowing is the history of the interventign of pub- 
lic authority to adjudicate private disputes: ln 
the beginning men fought out all private differ- 
ences, as differences between employers em- 
loyés. are now fought out. If one man took 
from another his possessions the injared party 
athered his friends and endeavored to retake 
is property. Human life was a test of strength 
between individuals and the strong became mas- 
ters over theeweak. lu due time these masters dis- 
cove that to allow their subalterns to fight 
out their differences disturbed the peace of the 
masters and weakened their fighting power. 
Consequently in their own interests the masters 
—. that all such differences must be sub- 
mitted to them for adjudication. When the 
sway of the masters was extended over * 
kingdoms it became necessary to delegate the 
ce of Judge or abiter. The appointed 
Judges, however, always sat in the sovereigns 
stead. and the final appeal was always to the 
sovereign himself. Before these courts these 
subaiterns were compelied to „ aS disputes, 
however personal and private, which might cause 
a disturbance of the peace of the sovereign or 
damage his interest. Disputes concerning the 
most sacred relations between man, such as those 
of husband and wife or parent and child, were 
and are not excepted from the jurisdiction of the 
courts. Disputes between laborers and their 
employers were not included, however, because 
in those days the relation of laborer and em- 
ployer was that of slave and master; conse 
quently disputes between laborers and em- 
ployers in those days téok the form of insur. 
rection. The laws recognized no rights of 
the slave and thekefore took no further notice of 
the dispute than to assist the master to put down 
the rebellion of his slaves. Slavery has been so 
lately abolished in this country that our laws 
even now are only applicable to slave conditions. 
It is the same as i 
tribunal for the adjudication of property dis- 
putes, but eternly repressed the active,seeking to 
recover that which has been wrongfulh taken.

DECLARE STRIKE OFF. 
ESTRIK 


MEN HAVE HAD ENOUGH, 


They Hold Meetings and Decide Uncon- 
ditionally te Give Up What of the 
Struggle There Is Le 
Strikers Hold a Stormy Session and 
Take Conditional Action Towards Giv- 
ing In=—Col. “Moulton’s Men March 
Home Again. 

The Wabash and Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern switehmen, at :msetings held last 
night, declared the strike off, 

The Wabash men met in Lake Hall, No. 
315 Root street. About 100 attended. It 
wes a quiet, orderly, business meeting, and it 
was decided unanimously to declare the strike 
off. The Wabash delegate to today’s conven- 
tion was present and was instructed how to 
vote. The Lake Shore employés met in 
Duane’s Hall, Fifty-first and State streets, 
about seventy-five being present. The meet- 
ing was confined to Lake Shore .employés, 
who, as early as 9 o'clock, decided to declare 


the strike off. 

In Corcoran’s Hall at Forty-seventh street 
and Princeton avenue, Stock-Yards strikers 
held a stormy meeting to decide whether 
or not they should call off what is left of the 
strike, They didn’t decide, but they pretty 
nearly tore Corcoran’s Hall up by the roots. 

There were fights, loud words, and blas- 
phemies during the earnest debate. The up- 
roar kept everybody for blocks about in a 
state of pgnic and the police turned out look- 
ing for a riot. | 

tarly in the day the switchmen and pack- 
ing house employés had sent a committee to 
see Supt. Fitzgerald of the Stock-Yards Ter- 
minal company and asked him it he would 
promise to take the men back. This com- 
mittee was made up of two men from each 
ot the departments in the yards, about thirty 
men in all. Its conference with Supt. Fitz- 
gerald was distressingly cold, short, and de- 
cisive. Mr. Fitzgerald showed the commit- 
tee what they call the marble heart in 
Stock-Yards lingo. He told it that he had 
no time to squander with any committee, 
But if the committeemen were wanting jobs 
they might come around to his office next day 
as ordinary individuais and ask for work. If 
there happened to be any places open they 
could probably have them. But, added Mr. 
Fitzgerald, most of the p.aces at his disposal 
were already filled up and he was not going 
to discharge any of his mep to give places to 
strikers. ‘hese words seemed to weigh heavi- 
ly on the committeemen. 

The fact that twenty of the old men had 
returned Friday night wor ried the men who 
were still out and who feared they would be 
lett altogether. The committee had been in- 
structed to report at a meeting to be hela in 
Corcoran’s Hall at 8 o’clock. The Town of 
Lake has had many loud meetings, but none 
like that one. At 8 o’clock the hail was 
packed, There was no Chairman in the early 
part of the game and striking. empioyés 
talked as they saw fit, and they saw fit ail 
the time. Finaily John Green was made 
Chairman, and everybody who was not 
employed in or about tne yards was eject- 
ed from ‘the hall. Then with closed 
doors the meeting went atit. Green, in the 
chair, favored deciaring the strike off apd 
urged that those who wanted to work nike 
application at once tor it. The suggestion of 
tne chair vas bitterly opposed and at times 
this opposition resuſted in fist fights. Final 
ly there came a motion to declare the strike 
off unconditionaliy. It brought virulent op- 
position and an uproar and the motion, being 
put, was lost. Then there were other motions 
and amendments and finally a motion to de- 
clare the strike off subject to similar action 
on the part of the committee of twenty-four 
at the meetingin Uhlich Hall today. it was

ference instructed to that effect. 
SECOND REGIMENT HOME AGAIN. 


Col. Moulton’s Men Leuve the Stock- Yards 
and Return to the City. 

After twenty-nine days of fleld service the 
Second Regiment, Troop A, and Battery D, 
I. N. G., were ordered home from the Stock- 
Yards yesterday afternoon. Four companies 
of the Second—I, K, L, and M—will remain 
at the Stock-Yards for a few days. Maj. 
Logan of the First Battalion is in command, 
Camp Wheeler is abandoned. Not a vestige 
remains of the largest military camp 
of the campaign. At 1:30 p. m. 
the order to break camp arrived and 
within two hours it was obeyed. Tents 
were struck in thiriy minutes after the 
order came and an hour later transporta- 
tion for the troops was provided and the 
militia boys marched away from the old ball 
park, taking with them all their camping out- 
fit and baggage. Nothing but huge piles of 
straw and hay remain to mirk the headquar- 
ters of the Fighting Second.” 

The soldiers marched down Halsted to 
Forty-second street,,where a Lake Shore train 
of ten couches was waiting. With little do. 
lay the regiment was all on board and home- 
ward bouna. Battery D and Troop A 
marched to the city and disbanded at Battery 
D. The train bearing the eight companies of 

egiment reached the Van Buren 
station at 4:30 m. and 
men immediately formed in line 
beside the cars. They had obeyed the order 
to march so promptly and had reached the 
down-town station with so little deiay that the 
news of their home-coming had scarcely pre- 
ceded them, and few people were there to 
meet them. But the soldiers didn’t mind that 
or even seem to notice it. They were going 
home and that was enough. The regiment 
never was much disposed toward fuss and 
feathers’ anyway. When the order came to 
go home the bo; s did not wait to polish their 
rusty shoes or to brush the Stock-Yards stains 
from their well-worn ‘uniforms. But they 
didn’t forget to roll their blankets 
carefully or to; polish their guns 
and side arms with the utmost care. 
They had learned a few little tricks of this 
nature from the “reguiars”’ while on duty 
with them at the Stock-Yards, Whisky Point, 
and elsewhere. 

They marched with a precision of step and 
carriage that even a Fort Sheridan soldier 
could not help admire. Then there were other 
noticeable things about them that gave them 
a regular veteran look. They were tanned 
to a rich, deep mahogony shade, and one 
might look in vain for a clean’ face or a clean 
shave in the whole 600. Their campaign hats 
looked as if they had done three years’ serv- 
ice. Every one of them had curves and angles 
in the brim peculiar to themselves, With Col. 
Moulton at the head of the column, followed 
by his field. and staff officers, the regiment 
marched east on Van Buren street to Dear- 
‘born, south on Dearborn to Maidison, east on 
Madison to State, northon State to Wash- 
ington, and then straight west to the ar- 
mory. 

As the men passed through the streets of 
the down-town district their appearance ex- 
cited inuch comment. The regimental colors 
hung in shreds and tatters, and reminded one 
of the treasured battle flags of the rebellion. 
It was a sight worth seeing. Crowds along 
the streets gave the soldier boys hearty cheers, 
while thousands fell in line and followed 
them to the armory. Col. Moulton made a 
short address to the men at the atmory before 
the order to break ranks was given. e com- 
phimented them on the good record made and 
the generally satisfactory results frém the 
most severe tests of long hard service to 
which militia has ever been subjected since 
Orders to break ranks and 
stack arms were greeted with cheers. In fif- 
teen minutes the soldiers had exchanged their 
faded coats of blue for their civilian suits left 
in the lockers a month ago, and in thirty min- 
utes the big armory «as silent and deserted. 


ALMOST A RIOT AT PULLMAN. 


Drunken Rioters Shooting Off Their Re- 
| volvers Precipitate Trouble.

were also arrested. Anderson had a brick in his 
hand, ana was about to throw it at a police- 
man. The affair caused intense excitement 
at Pullman and Roseland as well as at Ken- 
sington, and most of the Pullman strikers 
hurried to their homes as fast as they could 
go. The men who did the shooting managed 
to make their escape. 

The situahon at Pullman is rapidly ap- 
proaching a climax. Some of the labor agi- 
tators so-called strike leaders will try, 
until driven out of their homes and away 
from the town, to make it appear that their 
fight against the company is as strong as it 
ever Was, but a majority of the old employés 
know it is all over now and they are ready to 
surrender. effort to resume operations 
has been more successful than the shop 
officials hoped for, consequently they feel 
quite jubilant, and the violent strikers are 
correspondingly desperate. In addition to the 
580 men taken on up to 6 o’clock Friday 
evening, seventy-five out of 100 applicants 
were accepted yesterday and told to report 
Monday morning. All of them were outsid- 
ers. Sturvation has driven them to Pullman. 
The influx of new talent is so much greater 
than the striking workmen ever dreamed it 
would be that they are astonished, perplexed, 
and grieved. The suggestion was made to 
one man that if the former employés did not 
go back to work pretty soon the company 
would ask them to vacate and put a new Pull- 
man population in their places. 

The desperation to which the worst element 
is permitting itself to be driven has already 
begun to assert itself in acts of 
violence and brutality. Between 1 
2 o'clock yesterday a band of 
toughs waylaid Andrew Wilsch, a Swiss 
cabinetmaker, while on his way home from 
work and vic ously assaulted him. He was 
struck in the face and kicked by eight or ten 
ruffians, who ran away when they saw the 
patrol wagon coming. No arrests were m de, 
but Lieut. Bassett has the names of -three of 
the lawbreakers and will capture them. An- 
other gang lying in wait at Roseland atiacked 
Chris Strom, a subloreman and inside fin- 
isher. He, too, received rough treatment, but 
was not badly injured. As most of the new 
workmen live in the city and go back and 
forth on the suburban trains strikers have 
not found a chance yet to get at them. These 
assaults, however, are.not doing the strikers 
and their cause any good. 


Willing To Go Back. 


A member of the Central committee went 
up to the Superintendent’s office yesterday to 
get his tools out of the shop and while there 
said so far as he was concerned the strike 
could be called off. He also asked an official 
to intercede with the management in his be- 
half. The wife of another committeeman 
went to headquartors and pleaded for the re- 
instatement of her husband. All of this goes 
toshow there are many of the leaders who 
want to save themselves. 

Chris Strom was one of the prominent 
leaders in the early part of the strike of the 
Swedish element, and his return is taken as 
an indication there will be a big break in the 
ranks of the Swedes tomorrow or Tuesday. 
Like scores of others they are holdmg back 
more through fear of being beaten by ruffiaus 
than because of any determination to obsti- 
nately stand out and forever lose their jobs. 

Reports reached Pullman last evening to 
the effect that all the troops now stationed 
there will probably be withdrawn tomorrow. 
It caused the liveliest commotion, for every- 
one believes that to take them away at this 
most critical timein the situation of affairs 
would open the way to mob raids upon the 
workmen and the laundry girls. With these 
soldiers held in reserve where they could be 
called out and put into action at a moment’s 
notice the police have succeeded fairly well 
thus far in preventing an outbreak, but should 
they be removed before enough of the strikers 
return to work to completely discourage the 
agitators and rioters the police might not be 
able to handle them. 


More Shops Win Open. 


If the rush of applications for work con- 
tinues tomorrow as it has since the repairing 
department was thrown open last Thursday 
morning, the passenger car building depart- 
ment and more than likely the foundry will 
start up Tuesday morning. Furthermore, 
the impression is growing stronger every day 
that notices to move out will be issued shortly 
by the company to large number of its 
tenants. There are over 400 vacant houses out 
of something like 950 in the town now, and 
nearly all of them are houses that six months 
ago, and even since then, were occupied by 
machanics, some of whom left as soon as 
they could secure jobs elsewhere, vut the ma- 
jority of whom took to camp life in the tim- 
ber along the Calumet River or moved out 
into the country in order to avoid being 
mixed up in any of the riot troubles. The 
company officials will not say whether they 
intend to issue such notices, but it is under- 
stood this is what they are getting ready to do. 
The new men are havinga hard time of it 
getting placesto board. Through the action 
of a committee representi the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Amer can ilway Union 
that has been going around among the board- 
ing-house keepers warning them not to take 
in new men it is almost impossible for the 
newcomers to get rooms and board in the 
town. The company is taking care of sixty 
of them in sleeping-cars and serving meals to 
them from Hotei Florence iu the soldiers’ 
mess-tent. The boarding-house boycott is on 
in fall force at Kensington and Roseland as 


+ well as in Pullman. 


Deputy United States Marshal Bradley 
made the arrest at Pullman last night of 
Henry Bowman, a strike leader, who took a 
prominent part in the Kensington riots and 
who it is charged led the mob that stopped a 
mail train on the Pan- Handle the night of 
June 30 and detached the Pullman car.

PACKERS’ PROPOSAL NOT FAVORED. 


Striking Omaha Butchers Will Pay No 
Attention to the Offers Made. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 4.— [Special. —Ik is said 
the strikers will pay no attention to the’prop- 
osition of the packers and will hold off for the 
scale as presented to all the houses. Should 
this be the case, as a number of the strikers 
have expressed themselves it will be, the pack- 
ers will Monday fill the places of 
the strikers by idle men here and 
from other points. Swift's, Ham- 
mond’s, and Cudahy’s are all killmg a 
few cattle this morning and Swift’s and Ham- 
mond’s will kill 1,000 hogs. each day. The 
Omaha and Cudahy’s are also killmg hogs. 
Some of the icemen who struck at Ham- 
mond’s yesterday reported for duty this 
morning and were put to work. A party of 
twenty-tive butchers from the East reached 
this city this morning. 

All South Omaha packers did a little killing 
today, a few new men having been employed 
to take the places of the striking butchers. 
The managers announce that under no con- 
ditions will they grant the scale of wages de- 
manded oy the strikers, as they were paid full 
Chicago prices. 3 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Aug. 4.—[Speciai.]—A 
small-sized sympathetic strike was inaugu- 
rated today in the packing houses at the Na- 
tional Stock-Yards. One hundred beef butch- 
ers failed to report for duty and the mai age- 
ment of the packing houses was given to un- 
derstand the men were striking in sympathy 
with their brethren at Omaha. All other 
workmen reported as usual.

‘DECIDE TO STAY OUT. 


SPRING VALLEY DISTRIOT MINERS 
WILL NOT GO TO WORK. 


Thousands of Them Attend a Meeting and 
Pass Resolutions to Keep Away from 
the Shafts=<They Will Also Attempt to 
Keep Others Away=—Trouble May Re- 
sult- Grail Citizens Fall to Keep the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois from Tear- 
ing Down Its Shops There. 

Sram Vr, III., Aug. 4.—[Special. ]— 
Five thousand miners held a mass-meeting 
this morning one mile east of this city, and 
there were present miners from this city, La 
Salle, Peru, Oglesby, Jones, Seatonville, 
Ladd, and Loceyville. The meeting was 
called yesterday by Frederick Knowles, Pres- 
ident of the local union of this city and mein- 
ber of the District Board, and its object was 
to determine whether to continue the big 
strike, regardless ot Streator’s resuming 
work, or fuliowing in line with them and ac- 
cepting the Columbus scale. Before the 
vote was put on the vital ques- 
tion it was apparent that La 
Salle contingent fuvored the Columbus 
scale, but all of the other places were deter- 
mined to resist the reduction. Two hundred 
of the La Salie miners had already signed 
contracts to go to work Monday morning 
the rest knew what this meant if they per- 
sisted in entering the mines. For two hours 
the local leaders of all the surrounding min- 
ing camps kept up a heavy fire on the recal- 
citrants and every argument was used to in- 
duce them to continue the strike and stay at 
bome until they were offered last year’s 
prices. State Vice-President Murray presided 
at the meeting and read some telegrams 
denying the rumors that Streator, Coal Civy, 


and Langley had resumed operations under | 


the Columbus scale. After the situation had 
been thoroughly discussed a motion was made 
to stand out solid for last yeur’s prices. The 
motion was interpreted to the foreign element 
and when it came toa vote every hand was 
raised in favor of it and there wa’ not one 
dissenting vote, thus prolonging the big strike 
in this portion of the district to a time indefi- 
nite. After the cheermg had subsided that 
followed this unanimous vote another motion 
was made that all of the minérs present march 
to La Salle Monday morning and when there 
peaceably assemble and hold a mass-meet- 
ing. It was also agreed ſor all to meet there 
at 5 o'clock in the morning. The object of 
this meeting evidently is to persuade the men 
from going down the La Salle shafts Monday 
morning. When the matter of marching to 
La Salle was brought up it was hinted that 
Sheriff Taylor — his deputies would not al- 
low them to go beyond the county line. This 
is probably true. Sheriff Taylor no doubt 
will attempt to stop them, but to 
uard against this the La Salle, Oglesby, and 
ones men were instructed to march to the 
county line if the Bureau County miners were 
not in sight by 6 o’clock, as it would be thea 
understood the latter were prevented from ep- 
tering La Salle County. Both foces once at 
the county line, they claim they will peacea- 
bly assem bie and have a meeting, Sheriff Tay- 
lor and his deputies to the contrary notwith 
standing. At the office of the Spring Valley 
Coal company in this city there is much dis- 
appointment and gloom, They have been 
secretly wishing ior just such a meeting as 
this to take piace for the last month as 
they were under the impress:on the men were 
weakening and if it again came to a vote they 
would decide to go to work. S. M. Daizell. 
the general manager of the company, has 
been in Chicago for seyeral days, and yester- 
day flooded the company’s office with tele- 
grams saying men were going to work all 
over the district at the Columbus scale. 
These telegrams, as soon as received, were 
hung up in the office window and no doubt 
were calculated to discourage the 
miners and influence them today to 
vate for a resumption of work 
at the company's terms. The unanimous vote 
for standing solid for last year's prices will 
tend to prolong the strike, and if the Streator 
miners rescind their action of yesterday it is 
not improbabie the coal operators will con- 
cede, as it isa well-known fact that the Penn- 
sylvania operators are taking many of their 
contracts and they are anxious to resume, ap- 
parently more so pow than the miners. 


BRAZIL SHOPS ARE CLOSING DOWN. 


In Spite of Protests the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois Sticks to Its Pian. 

BRAZIL, Ind., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—The 
citizens’ meeting held at the opera-house 
here last night was largely attended. 
motive of the meeting was to take steps to 
prevent, if possible, the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois officials from removing their machine 
and repair shops to Momence, Ill. A resolu- 
tion was passed and signed by nearly 300 
leading citizens offering their service to the 
company to protect their property and em- 
ployés if the shops were allowed to remain 
here. The resolution was presented by a 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce to 
Trainmaster Fowler this morning, who trans- 
mitted it by wire to President Carpenter. 
Workmen are busy tesring down the coach- 
house, loading it on cars to be moved to Mo- 
menace, and it is probabie that in spite of the 
citizens’ protest the shops will be removed. 
President Carpenter of the Chicago and Eastern 
Il:inois said yesterday the dismantling of the 
shops at Brazil. Ind., would be continued. and 
that no change had been made in the determina- 
tion to remove the shops to Momence. “The 
reason for this is simple enough” he said. 
There are a number of-hot heads in Brazil. who 
have been discharged from our servicg, and are 
still aqdecvoring to interfere with our opera- 
tions. We would like to accommodate the good 

ople of Brazil. who have joined in a petition to 
nave the shops kept there, but we fear 
they are in a minority. Not over 
twenty families will be affected by 
the removalof the shops, which consist merely 
of a roundhouse and a small shop for repairs, in 
which not more than twenty men are employed.“ 
Regarding the threat that the company will be 
sued for $20,000 if the shops are removed, Mr. 
Carpenter said no bonus had ever been given for 
the location of the shops there, and that if auy 
one wished to reclaim $20.000 the company 
would take its chances in a lawsuit. } 


STRIKERS SEEK THEIR OLD JOBS. 


Debsites at Cincinnati Regret the Part 
They Took in the Late Trouble. 

CINCINN ATI, O., Aug. 4.—Committees rop- 
resenting strikers called on the officials of 
different railroads today asking for reinstate- 
ment. The movement is the outgrowth of re- 
cent meetings of the American Railway 
Union and others who struck. The men ad- 
mitted their mistake in sympathetic striking 
and were disposed to drop Debs and other 
leaders. President Ingalls promised to reply 
Monday for the Big Four system. None of 


the other roads gave any assurance to the 


committee. There are 1,500 experienced 
railroaders idle here on account of Debs’ re- 
cent orders. 

Crvotnnatt, O., Aug. 4.—Edward Clark was 
bound over in $1,000 today by United States 
Commissioner Hooper for assaulting Deputy 
Monroe.

WANTS MORE THAN A DISCHARGE. 


Philip Dells, as a Striker and Rioter, Will 
Sue for Damages. 
MiLwaux za, Wis., Aug. 4.—[Special.]— 
Philip Dells, who was arrested yesterday un- 
der Juige Seaman’s injunction and charged 
with disorderly conduct, was honorably dis- 
charged by Judge Wallber this morning, the 
Judge suying there was nothing in the charge. 
The evidence showed that when arrested Dells 
was simply standing near the water tank op- 
ite the tracks of the Northwestern road at 
uneau Park and was creating no disturbance 
whatever. But Mr. Dells is not content to be 
honorably discharged. He claims he was ar- 
rested on a frivolous pretense and intends to 
be indemnified for the infringment. of his 
rights.

Wasuinetoy, D. C., Aug. 4.—The Senate

The bill reported yesterday by Mr. Hill 
(Dem., N. I.) providing for the inspection of 
immigrants by United States Consuls and for 
the exclusion of Anarchists was taken up. 
Mr. Chandler favored the House bill rather 
than the Senate substitute, because it was a 
simpler or miider, and yet made the exhibi- 
tion ofa certificate from a United States 
Consul by every immigrant obligatory. If 
he had his way he would pass the House bill 
today and send it to the President for his sig- 
nature, although it had arrayed against it ail 
the steamship com panies carrying immigrants 
and the Secretaries of State and Treasury, as 
well as the Commissioner of Emigration. The 
House plan, he thought, which provided for 
consular certificates, was much to be pre- 
ferred to the Senate plan fcr placing Treas- 
ury Inspectors on European docks to inepect 
intending immigrants. Moreover, he was 
convinced that such ‘Treasury agents would 
have no status on European docks, except 
on the invitation of the European govern- 
ments, though this difficulty might be obvi- 
ated by making them officials of the State 
Department. He thdyght the other four sec- 
tions of the bill agaikst anarchy could be 
passed without objection, and he suggested 
that these four sections providing for the ex- 
clusion of Anarchists but omitting the section 
relative to the appointment of immigrant in- 
spectors, if drafted into the bill, would pass 
both Houses this session. He accordingly 
offered such a bill as a substitute and had it 
go over until Monday. 

Mr. Hill, who bad charge. of the bill, did 
not wish to reply today, but reserved his 
speech until Monday.

FUNDS FILCHED BY THE REV. MR. SAVAGE 


Superintendent of an Indian School Flees 
After Perpetrating Gros Frauds. 

Wasunineton, D. C., Aug. 4.—The investi- 
gation of the Perris Indian School in Cali- 
fornia has resulted in charges of gross rascal- 
ity and frauds perpetrated on the government 
by the Rev. M. N. Savage, a former Superin- 
tendent. The charges are nade in the reports 
of Gen. Frank C. Armstrong, the Assistant 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and of Spe- 
cial Agent Shelby, who have just completed 
the invéstigation. ‘Sufficient facts have 
been shown, says Gen. Armstrong in his re- 
port, to land Savage in State’s prison. I 
think he has eseaped to Mexico and he should 
be followed up and an example made of him, 
if he ean be extfadited. From the first 
trahsaction three or four years ago to the day 
he left, Savage wasin some way defrauding 
the government. He stole at least one-third 
of all the money reported by him as disbursed 
for the school.“ The investigation was com- 
menced some time ago, but the charges were 
not made pubiituntil today. In some way 
Savage obtained ‘knowledge of the action of 
the bureau and left the institution June 13 
for parts unknown. It is suspected, how- 
ever, that he is in Mexico, and a search is be- 
ing made, and if caught efforts will be made 
by the Department of Justice for his extradi- 
tion. The Treasury Department has been no- 
tified that Savage’s accounts for two years 
back have been incorrect. Investigation will 
also probably be made of the Fort Shaw and 
Chilocco schools, careful examination by 
an inspector and special agent having been 
suggested in an official report. 


HAWAIIAN RESOLUTION SIDETRACKED. 


House Foreign Affairs Committee Refuses 
to Act on Boutelle’s Proposition, 
* Wasnurxoerox. D. C., Aug. 4.—The resolution 
for the recognition of the Hawaiian Kepubiic, 
introduced in the House by Mr. Boutelle, was 
sidetracked by the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs today. After a two-hours’ discussion of 
the questions the Deniocrats carried a motion 
to adjourn by a party vote, except for the posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Geary of California, who 
again stood with the Republicans in favor of 
recognition. The adjournment carries the 
question over to the next regular meeting, 
xt Thursday.

This morn- 
ing he was informed over the wire,so the 
story goes, of the terms of the agreement sub- 
mitted by his agents in Washington. It was 
also explained to him that this compromise 
schedule had been practically agreed upon by 
the conferrees on both sides, and that they 
were only awaiting hig opinion to make 
the fact public. ,What was the disgust 
of the conferrees and others when they found 
out there was a serious hitch in the negotia- 
tions.

AGREEMENT SEEMS NEAR, YET 80 FAR. 


A Settlement That May Be Unsettled Again 
Before the Sun Sets. 

Wasnineron.D. C., Aug. 4.--When the Dem- 
ocratic tariff conferrees adjourned tonight 
after an all-day session it looked ds though 
they were nearer to an agreement than at any 
time thus far. And yet the agreement itself, 
which is the great end in view, had not been 
attained. The hopes of the conferrees last 
night that definite results would be reached 
and made public today failed 
to be realized. An agreeinent 
on sugar had not been reached beyond the 
possibility of recall, nor had agreements deen 
reached on iron ore or coal. y closed, 
however, much better than it opened. It had 
brought out that the new sugar schedule sub- 
miited as an ultimatum by the conservative 


Senators would be accepted by the House 


conferrees and that there was little else than 
the formal and final announcement of this 
acceptance to make the agreement on the 
sugar schedule complete. 80 fully 
satisfied were the House conferrees 
that this schedule would prevail that 
they urged ite advantages on their 
colleagues on the House side, and pointed out 
that, in their opinion, it would reduce the 
benefits to the trust by 50 per cent over the 
original Senate schedule. In view of the 
fact the proposition came from the Senators, 
this willmagness of the House to point out its 
advantageous features indicated the common 
ground they were occupying. Indeed, one of 
the conferrees spoke of tne results of the day’s 
work as equivalent to an agreement on sugar, 
but said it was not sucha binding agreement 
as cut off the possibility of disugreeing to it 
Monday. 

Thus it stands, with the conferrees on the 
point of agreeing, and yet not actually at that 
point. As» to when the quasi-agreement will 
become an absoiste finaiity the conferrees 
had no definite idea when they separated to- 
night. As Secretary Carlisle was with the 
conferrees a part of the day it is concluded 
the schedule is also satisfactory to the admin- 
istration. 

Louisiana Senators Kicking. 


The specially new development of the day 
was the disclosure early in the morning that 
the two Louisiana Senators—Caffery and 
Bianchard—could not be depended upon to 
support the new sugar schedule. Their oppo- 
sition was based on the ground that it failed 
to take into consideration the requirements 
of the Louisiana sugar planters for a bounty 
on their present crop at least. This caused 
some uneasiness at the outset, and it was felt 


the new schedule, upon which hung the chance 


of full agreement might be wrecked by 
the opposition of the Louisiana Senators 
and several Populists. This feeling wore off 
ly ter in the day, however, either. through in- 
difference or concession to this opposuig ele- 
ment, and it was not regarded at the close of 
the conference as a serious menace to the suc- 
ceas of the conferrees’ efforts. The confer. 
rees pointed’ out today that the latest phase 
of the proposition entirely eliminated the one- 
tenth differential against sugar coming from 
countries paying an export bounty on sugar. 
Tais, it was explained, made, the proposition 
more nearly approach the desires of the 
House, 

After the conferrees had reached their vir- 
tual agreement on the sugar schedule they 
put this to one side and took up the question 
of iron ore and coal, but adjourned without 


| approaching a conelusion with respect to 
these two products, 


Messrs. T. S. Sharretts of the Board of Ap- 
praisers and Jacob Schoenhof, Deputy Ap- 
praiser at the port of New York, who have 
been acting as expert advisers to the Senate

Explaining the Schedule.

The price of raw sugar is always based on the 
amount of saccharine matter contained in it. 

t sugar analy sing eighty-eight degrees means 
that 100 pounds of this class of sugar contains 
88 pounds of saccharine matter. ence it takes 
113.63 pounds of eighty-eight degrees sugar to 
make 100 pounds of refined sugar, or so-called 
“German Kraunulated sugar. The London 

uotations for the year 1893 average 
or raw beet (88 degrees) $3.30 22-24 per 100 
unds and for German granulated $3.85 17-24 
or 100 pounds... This shows an average differ- 
ence of 54.17 cents per 100 pounds. If you take 
this raw sugar price and add the necessary 
amount to allow for the quantity required, you 
have $3.75 11-24 the outlay for the sugar act- 
ually consumed in making of the refined sugar. 
This leaves 10 6-24 cents as the net balance to 
cover the cost of refining. 

Cane sugars of 96 degrees, so-calied centrifu- 
gals, give 92% pounds of refined sugar, and to get 
at the eost of 0 wages actually consumed in 
making 100 pounds of refined cane sugar we aave 
to make the necessary allowance aud arrive at 
the true quantity consumed, whici is 
108.05 pounds. The latest London 
quotations for 96 degrees centrifugal 
shows $2.93 per 100 pounds and for refined $3.37 
per 100 pounds. This shows a difference of 44 
cents on the 100 pounds. Adding to the raw 
sugar price the necessary amount to allow for the 
quantity actually required—i.e. : 108.05 pouncs of 
raw at $2.93—and you have $3.17 to cover the 
cost of the sugar and 20 cents left over for the 
cost of refining in 100 pounds of refined sugar. 
Taking the value of the raw cane necessary to 
make the 100 pounds of refined—i. e.: $3.17—the 
duty of 40 per cent amounts to $1.268. Refined 
costing $3.37 per 100 pounds at 40 per cent pays 


‘a duty of $1.348, and consequently leaves the 


American refiner eight cents per 100 pounds pro- 
tection as a result of the straight ad vaiorem 
rate on raw and refined sugars. Adding to this 
the one-eighth of a cent per pound gives a total 
of 20% cents pér 100 pounds protection under 
the Senate bill, against one-fifth of a cent per 
pound. or 20 cents per 100 pounds, as now pro- 
posed,

LAKE STREET L BOND IS FILED. 


It Accepts the Ordinance Recently Passed * 


-Miller’s Suit for $100,000 Damages. 


The Lake Street Elevated road yesterday 
filed with the City Clerk its acceptance and 
bond in compliance with the recently passed 
ordinance, and the Corporation Counsel ap- 
proved the documents.

resolution with the acceptance declaring that 
its construction of the clause was that it should 
not construct switches or extra tracks on any 


part of the lines except for connection pur- 


poses.

The boats are of different Sizes 
and are made either as whole boats or as 
boats with four compartments, each of which 
may be separated from the rest and used as 
an independent and smaller boat, The equip- 
ment of the German cavalry regiments con- 
sists of an improved model.

The boats, 
in their present shape. cannot be carried 
along as part of the baggage of a regiment,

Between Two of These the Revolution Has 


Thrown It=Three Causes Which Have 
Probably Led Up to Hostilities<Japan

Arguments in favor of the removal of the 
lumber yards to another district are becom- 
ing stronger and more managers speak in 
favor of such a course. The general mana- 
ger of one of the largest companies in Chica- 
go said yesterday: The City of Chicago has 
the same right to cause an abatement of the 
menace of these miles of lumber piles it has 
to prevent the storage in large quantities or 
in close proximity of coal oil or benzine, 
There is no more danger, I as much, in my 
opinion, mm the storage of oil as there is 
in a lumber district such as that which 
skirts the Chicago River. There are 
many reasons, of course, which lumber- 
men would advance against any propor 
removal of the luinber district. The shipping 
faci.ities are good, both by water and by rail, 
but those same faciiities are to be had in 
South Chicago and in other poiats. There is 
no reason against the removal which out- 
weighs the one in favor of it. The property 
which is now occupied for lumber-yards is 
more valuable for other purposes than would 
be property in South Chicago just as suitable 
for their purposes. 

“The “‘copflagration hazard’ is much 
greater because of the presence of those great 
piles of inflammable materia. With a strong 
northwest wind and other conditions favor- 
able to the spread of a fire the whole of the 
South Side beyond Twenty-second street 
would be in danger. Shifting a little farther 
tothe north flames might easily go as far 


south as Englewood. There would not be the 


same danger of a spread through the down- 
towu district from a southwest wind because 
the buildings are more substantial in 
character and less liable to burn, 
but. so far as fireproof buildings 
are concerned there are none, as we have 
reason to know. Reports are constantiy be- 
ing made of the destruction of so-called fire- 
proof buildmgs, and, as was recently said, the 
only fireproof buildings are those which have 
not yet burned. The rights of the few must 
be given up to the rights of the many, and the 
lumber district as it is now defined should be 


‘transferred to a place where the danger of a 


spread of the flames would be less than 
under present conditions.

REORGANIZZATION OF IOWA LIFE, 


Stock Department to Be Added and Head 
Office to Be in Chicago, 

The Iowa Life Insurance company of Sioux 
City has decided to create a stock départment 
to meet a demand for non-participating stock 
insurance. This new department will not in- 
terfere with the present mutual pian of doing 
business. Another important feature decided 
upon by the company is the opening of gen- 
eral offices in Chicago. Under the laws of 
Iowa, where the company is incorporated, of- 
ficea must be kept in Sioux City, as ie re- 
quired by the charter. The company will 
continue to operate under the stringent laws 
of Iowa. active management will be 
centered in Chicago, as it affords the greatest 
advantages for the transaction of business, 

The rd of Directors in deciding to cre- 
ate the stock department has agreed upon 
an authorized capital of $250,000, divided 
into shares of $100 each. Power to com- 
mence business is to be given the directors as 
soon as $100,000 of the capital stock shall 
have been subscribed and 25 per cent paid in, 
this capita! to stand as an indemnity and 
guarantee of all risks of the company indis- 
criminately, the hoiders of the stock not t 
have any title or interest in présent or futur 
assets of tha company other than the 
capital actually invested by them with 
dividends and profits to be paid from 
earnings of the company as authorized 
by policyholders. The number of 
directors is to be increased from nine to 
twenty-one and it is the desire of the manage- 
ment that the policyholders select a number 
of Chicago men to serve as additional direct- 
ors. The change in rules provides each pol- 
icyholdcr and the holder of each share of 
stock shail be entitled to one vote at all 
meetings. Policy and stock holders are 
equally eligibie to election to the Board of 
Directors, This will give policyholders a 
ruling voice in the management of the ¢om- 
pany. It is provided in the proposed change 
of rules to give each policyholder the privi- 
lege of first making subscriptions to the stock 
of the new denartment, the minimum sub- 
scription to be $100 andthe maximum $10,- 
000 to one person,

They who seek to 
by force of combination drive men to work fora 
pittance and they who by force of combination 
seek to drive capital to unprofitable and ruinous 
expenditure are alike unpatriotic.

PENSIONS FOR RAILROAD EMPLOYES 
WITH PERSONAL LIBERTY. 
Almost the only ‘objection made to Tus 
Tripuxr’s plan for the pensioning of railroad 
em ployés is that it savors of State socialism. 
Those who make it do so because they are 


tion by the State of thé relations between em 
ployer and employé and the abolition by the 
State of all employers and all individualism 
and personal liberty, and the direct managing 
of every industry by State officeholders. A 
law relative to the sanitation of factories and 
ordering the employer to have so many cubic 
feet of air for each operative, ot a law di- 
recting railroad companies to put air brakes 
on their trains, is not a socialistic measure. 
Alaw which made she factories or the rail- 
roads State property operated by the State for 
its benefit can be attacked as socialistic. 

The only question really worth considering 
in connection with the plan of Tun Triscne 
is whether in the opinion of a sufficient ma- 
jority of the people it will eccomplish the de- 
sirable object which its friends have in view. 
That object is not only the welfare of the 
railroad employé but of the whole commun! 
ty. The former would. be benefited, but their 
contentment would be beneficial to the whole 
Nation, which depends on the regular and un- 
obstructed movements of the trains. Ex. 
Senator Ingalls says: 

The feeling is growing that the business con- 
venience, property, life, liberty, and happiness ot 
the great mass of the people who neither own 
railroads nor are employed by railroads cannot 
be subjected indefinitely to the detriment and loss 
oceasioned by these perpetual Debs duels. The 
people are the real parties in interest. They are 
the real victims and sufferers,and they are 
innocent. They want to travel, to send their 
products to market, to bring back the exchanges, 
and they are willing to pay for the service. They 
are deprived of their inalienable rights by strikes 
and boycotts for which they are not responsible, 
and if the government does not protect them they 
will find some way to protect themselves. 

Will the plan of pensioning railway em- 
ployés whe have contracts with the compa- 
nies, after it has got fairly to working, protect 
the American people, who are the sufferers by 
railroad strikes and tie-ups? If the people 
are convinced of that fact what hinders their 
putting it in operation? What is there to pre- 
vent Congress passing a law applicable to 
railroads engaged in inter-State com meree, or 
each State passing a law applicable to those 
railroads lying within its own limits? 

If there is no general demand for such leg- 
islation on the part of railway employés or 
the public, neither Congress nor State Legis- 
latures will act in favor of it. They are not 
in the habit of passing measures which labor 
is opposed to and people do not want, or in 
which they do not seem to take a livély and 
friendly interest. But when the voters are 
reasonably unanimous, and the railroad 
employés want it, then their renresentatives 
are prompt to act. If the constituents of 
every Senator and Representative were to say 
to him, We think these railfdad troubles 
could be ended by the adoption of a plan for 
the pensioning of railroad employés,”’ a bill for 
that purpose would go through Congress 
forthwith, unless the Congressmen saw that 
such a law would be unconstitutional, and 
until the Constitution had been amended it 
could not be passed. | 

But the Constitution gives to the General 
Government not merely the broad power “ to 
provide for the general welfare,“ but also the 
specific power to regulate inter-State com- 
merce.“ Congress has passed one general 


It has passed 
another dealing with a much smaller subject, 
ordering the railroads to use one and the same 
kind of automatic car coupler. The railroads 
do not contest the constitutionality of, that 
law, though they objected to it because of its 
expense to them. So, too, they might say that 
a law was expensive which required them, if 
the employés-were willing that 1 per cent of 
their wages should be set aside for a pension 
fund, to turn over an equal sum of money out 
of their gross earnings. Butif they were to 
claim that it was unconstitutional to require 
them to make that contribution how would 
they prove their case before the Supreme 
Court. When they saw their employés anxious 
to avail theinselves of the provisions of such a 
law, and when they could not help admitting 
that its effect would be to identify the em- 
ployés far more closely with the roads and 
make tnem the less inclined to strike or tie 
up, as their pension funds grew larger, they 
could not expect the Supreme Court to come 
to their assistance and invent constitutional 
arguments against a law which so manifestly 
promoted the public welfare. 

The authority of a State Legislature to 
e regulate’? and control the railroad corpora. 
tions it has created is in many respects great- 
er than that of Congress over railways as in- 
ter-State common carriers. But so long as 
that regulation is exerted for the public 
welfare ‘and is designed to make the rail- 
roads moreé efficient public carriers the courts 
will sustain the Legislature. It would de 
better, however, for Congress to act first and 
for the State to apply those regulations to 
roads lying wholly within State boundaries. 
Independent action on the part of forty-five 
commonwealths would not accomplish the 
best results unless Congress first passed auch 

a law for inter -State com merce,

ABOLISH THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 

The city authorities have resolved to sup- 
press some gources of the smoke nuisance in 
Chicago, if possible, and the inspector is do- 
ing his best to prove that it not only is possi- 
ble but easy of accomplishment, even in tugs 
on the river and locomotives on the railroad. 
Appropriately the tug part of the nuisance 
has been taken in hand first, the tug being 
worse than any other smoke producer, be- 
Cause it throws out tho vile product on or 


‘near the level of the street. Thé lines along 


which they vomit forth their slimy filth fork 
like a gigantic Y through the principal por- 
tions of the city. From these lines the smoke 
is carried by surface currents over many 
squares to the right and left. The immense 
volumes of black stuff thus distributed far 
and wide consist in large part of unconsumed 
carbon in its most sticky and smirchy form 

with a heavy load of more stinking gases. 

This is thrown out along the streets, whence 
it penetrates into stcres, offices, and resi- 
dences to distances of more than a thousand 
feet from the stream. If anything, the smok- 
ing tug is a worse nuisance than the smoking 
locomutive. 

The city has obtained from one of the tug 
companies a boat named the Blackball, and 
the Health Department has fitted it up at 
some expense for the burning of crude petro- 
leum instead of coal. The ‘problem is satis- 
factorily solved. The boat thus rigged up 
has gone into commercial use in competition 
with other tugs that use soft coai. The vessel 
now is as free from the generation of smoke 
as if it consumed hard coal, and the gil is 
claimed to be somewhat cheaper than the 
bituminous fuel, in the proportion of about 
six to seven That is there is claimed to be a 
saving of (say) one-seventh. If it be proved 
to the satisfaction of the river men that their 
tugs can abate the horrible smoke huisance 
without increasing the cost of fuel, even il 
there be no actual saving proved, the tug 
owners will have no excuse to offer for re- 
fusing to make the substitution, and if they 
should so refuse the city authorities would be 
abundantly justified in making them feel the 
strong arm of the law. 

Second on the list of smoke nuisance mak- 
ers, in point of importance, are the railroad 
locomotives. They traverse pretty much the 
whole of the city on the surface level, These 
are far worse than the tall chimneys. The 
latter throw out vast quantities of smoke, 
which. disperse through the air and fill it 
thinly with carbon clouds which shut off 
much of the light of day, and in part descend 
to the street level. But the product of the 
tail chimneys does not concentrate itself on 


the streets and first floors, except under the. 


prevalence of unusual atmospheric condi- 
tions. The tall chimneys are bad enough, 
and ought to be attended to as soon as _ possi- 
ble. But the tugs and locomotives are more 
diabolical in their work and influences, as they 
fling their nasty products right into the faces 
of thousands of people every day that they are 
at work, render the place barely tolerable to 
live in, and constitute a principal cause why 
many of those who can afford it prefer to 
leave the city for intervals of rest. They 
want to escape for a while from the smoke 
and the dirt which it brings down. 

These two reforms of the tugs and the loco- 
motives are absolutely necessary to a rea- 
sonably pure air to be breathed and lived in 
by the people of Chicago. If they are worked 
out there will remain no valid excuse for the 
emission of smoke by the tall chimneys, as 
their owners confess it is easier to avoid smoke 
with them than under the greatly varymg 
pressures required when the furnace and 
boiler are in motion from one place to an- 
other. Hence the big smokestacks can be 
brought round to their duty in this respect, 
and the Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
will be entitled to the highest praise for hav- 
ing set the example in moving for the purifi- 
vation of the City of Chicago and the air 
which rests over it. 


BURNING OF GARBAGE IN EN GLAND. 

A description of the Forbes garbage de- 
structor,”” and an account of its successful 
operation in many towns in England. is given 
in another column. The burning of ash-bin 
refuse has been general in Great Britain for 
the last fifteen years, and the destructors”’ 
burn everything: not only the ashes and 
garbage, but old pots and pans, crockery, old 
shoes, and even dead cats. It is found it doe; 
not pay to sort the refuse and so everything 
goes, a fact which may be commended to 
the attention of some folks here who allege 
that garbage cremation is not practicable be- 
cause householders will not keep the garbage 
separate from the ashes and dust, 

The ordinary British crematory for garbage 
consists of a series of brick furnaces, each of 
which will burn about 8,000 tons (af 2,240 
pounds) ina year if operated continuously, 
night as well as day. This quantity named 
may be taken as the average output of 10,000 
inhabitants, so that fot a million anò à half 
of people 150 furnaces would be needed. A 
single plant usually contains six to ten fur- 
naces, set in pairs, witha main flue running 
between the two lines. The furnaces are 
built of brick and lined with a double thick- 
ness of fire brick, and the grate bars do not 
need to be renewed more than about once 
each year. The temperature in the flue va- 
ries from 2,000° Fahrenheit near the furnace 
to 1,500° where it enters the chimney stack. 
The destructors are comparatively inexpen- 
sive to build and maintain, 

Of course fuel is used, and a great deal of 
it, but the Forbes process collects a consider- 
able part of the heat resulting from combus- 
tion of the material to be got rid of. From 
ten pounds of garbage one pound of steam 


can be obtained. This is only about one-tenth 


the calorific value of the best fuel, but it is 
found that this saved power is sufficient to 
light up the streets of the Paddington district 
of London with electricity and supply elec- 
trie lights to householders at a minimum cost. 
The actual net cost of cremating the garbage 
and refuse in England is stated to average 
about seven cents per 2,240 pounds. This ia 
exclusive of the cost of collecting the material 
and carting it to the furnaces, and the small 
net expense named js rendered possible by the 
sale of the clinkers to be used as foundations 
for roadways, as foundation for concreté in- 
stead of gravel, and for the making of mortar 
after having been ground. 

There seems to be no doubt as to the prac- 
ticability of obtaining from ten pounds of 
refuse a power equal to that given out by one 
pound of ordinary coal, and thus much further 
relucing the expense from the small figure 
of 7 cents per long ton. The difficulty appears 
to be to find some means of storing the power 
so that the product of furnaces which are in 
operation day and night can be concentrated 
without loss into a few hours out of the twen- 
ty-four. 
that the best form of storage battery 
now known would lose a large per- 
centage of the power under such con- 
ditiois, and not to hate been thought 
probable that a portion of the force 
could be sold for use as power during the day, 


when electrie lighting ie not wanted. There 


should not be much difficulty in meeting this 
phase of the situation and if that can be ac- 
complished the way will be clear for the cre- 


mation of garbage at an exceddingly little net 


It seems to be taken for granted 


advantage. The small quantity of fine ash 
produced could be utilized for filling. It is a 
settied fact that no nuisance is caused by the 
burning of the refuse, all odors being com- 
pletely dissipated by the intense heat. 

This plain and easy solution of the garbage 
problem should be pressed home upon the 
attention of our city authorities. It is not 
only the best and cheapest, but the only good 
method of disposal of the vast mass of refuse 
material that now is allowed to accumulate 
in our streets and alleys, festering with cor 
ruption and highly offensive to the eyes and 
nostrils as well as menacing to the health of 
the citizen, It is of no use for our health 
authorities to listen to the cry of contractors 
who find money in dumping a small part of 
the refuse in the outskirts of the city and 
leaving the rest in situ because they claim 
they are not paid enough to be able to deport 
the whole of it through such long distances. 

It will not do to echo the falsehoods told by 
these men or others to the effect that the garb- 
age cannot be burned except at far greater 
expense that now is incurred, Those allega- 
tions meet with a flat footed and unequivocal 
disproof from each of many towns in England 
and several in Scotland, where the garbage 
aud refuse age burned up at a very stnall cost 
and without making the slightest nuisance to 


ean be done on the other side of the Atlantic, 
where a saving of expense to the average tax- 
payer is fur more important than normally is 
the case with us, it can be done here, it ought 
to be done, and anybody who petsists iu op- 
posing the passage of the garbage wagon to 
the erematory should be made to suffer the 
fate of others who have dared to stand in the 
way of the car of progress. 


WELL-EARNED POLICE PROMOTIONS. 

The Chief of Police has advanced six of the 
policemen in the Stock-Yards district to the 
rank of Sergeant and one man has been 
raised from second to first-class patrolman. 
They deserved their promotion and the Chief 
of Police, by giving it to them so promptly, 
encourages every member of the force to do 
his full duty in times of danger. 

During the strike a *“‘ wrecking train” was 
sent outon the Grand Trunk tracks with a 
squad of militiamen. The train was attacked 
by a mob. The soldiers fired a round and 
some of the rioters were killed and a number 
wounded, The train and soldiers then moved 
away, and at this moment these seven police- 
men came upon the scene, They were left 
alone to confront the maddened rioters, Iu- 
stead of retreating they stood their ground 
bravely. One of them at great personal risk 
made his way toa patrol box and sent in a 
call for assistance. For fully ten minutes 
they fought and clubbed the mob and held it 
at bay till police reinforcements came. Then 
the furious rioters were driven off and scat- 
tered, 

These seven men had no commanding offi- 
cer with them to give them orders. They had 
received no special instructions as to what 
they should doin an unexpected emergency. 
They were facing rioters infuriated by the 
death of some ot their number. These offi- 
cers knew that they could escape if they took 
to their heels, and they knew they had no 
mercy to expect if theraging crowd got the 
better of them. But their sense of duty bade 
them stay where they were no matter what the 
consequences might be to themselves. 

If they had turned ‘and run there is no tell- 
ing what the mob might have done, Encour- 
aged by the departure of the soldiers, the riot- 
ers would have become more violent, destroyed 
more property, and have been put down only 
at the cost of many lives, But the turbulent 
elements learned that the police would fight, 
if allowed by their superior officers. 

The peace of a city should be preserved by 
the police. Whilé there are militiamen or 
regulars in reserve who may be called out to 
aid them ifit is necessary, when the police 
foree is efficient these occasions will be rire.

HOW TO MAKE LABOR CONTRACTS BIND- 
ING AND TO PREVENT STRIKES. 

Tun Trieune printed ten days ago a letter 
from a Chicago employer who said that he 
had not been troubled with strikes for some 
years, because, by the contracts he made with 
his men, he held back acertain sum from their 
weekly wages till they had a specified amount 
on deposit in his hands, On this he paid 
them 6 per cent interest, which is more than 
any savings bank will pay them. It is stipu- 
lated that if the men strike they forfeit their 
deposits. If they leave at the expiration of 
their contracts, which are made for a year, 
they are entitled to take their deposits and 
the interest thereon. 

This plan has just been adopted by a Hav- 
erhill (Mass.) manufacturer. Three months 
ago his men went out on a strike. It hit him 
hard because he had taken orders for goods 
which the sirike put it out of his power to fill. 
He ishiring new men nowandhe requires 
each of them shall permit him to keep back 
$2 a week for twenty-five weeks. After the 
deposit ameunts to $50 the employé is to get 
his full weekly wages. If he leaves without 
giving two weeks’ notice he forfeits the fifty 
dollars. It is not stated whether the employer 
pays interest on this money while in his hands. 
He ought to. and probably intends to do 80. 

It is not likely that this Haverhill Yankee 
manufacturer will have any more trouble 
with strikers. If his men get dissatisfied for 
any reuson, and give him the two weeks’ 
notice, he will have abundant timein which to 
get new men if he wants them. If the men break 
their contract. and go out without notice, 
each of them will lose fifty dollars ahd the 
employer will have some compensation for 
any loss that may have been inflicted. upon 
him by the walking delegate’s sudden inter- 
ference with his business. But that is a tri- 
fling matter. The great value of the deposit 
plan is that it makes the employé think twice 
before he accepts the order of the walking 
delegate and strikes. It is certain that he 
will not sacrifice fifty doliare either because 
he has some small or imaginary grievance of 
his own, or because some one whom the walk. 
ing delegate tells him he ought to sympathize 
with has an alleged grievance. | 

It is very likely that the Chicago-Haverhill 
plan will be resorted to extensively in manu- 
factories where steddy employment is given.

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WHY No “ POET LAUREATE”? 

Still the vacancy in the poet laureateship of 
England remains unfliled, although Lord 
Tennyson has slumbered peacefully in his 
grave for two years. The paltry excuse for it 
is that Premier Rosebery fears to offend, and 
„ill not bestow the office on any one of his 
own—more or less—literary supporters, be- 
cause that would set at his ears all the other 
scribblers of verse. Recently the birth of the 
York heir gave these writers of rhymes a 
chance to show what could be donein flunky 
adulation when there was a real good chance, 
Nauseating doses were given to the public on 
this occasion through the British press, and 
no matter how renowned the name of the 
writer might be his fame seemed to make 
merely an additional incentive for indulging 
in silly twaddle over this offspring of royalty 
with a shadowy title to a throne. 

One trouble with settling the matter seems 
to be that there is just as much politios iu it 
as in deciding upon a proper person with a 
pull sufficient to make him poundmaster. The 
poet chosen must be of the right party—he 
must run wid der machine.“ as we uncouth 
Americans would startle our dear cousins 
across the water by saying if we had the job 
to look after. As it is expressed in an English 
newspaper, the candidate *“* must be not only 
an endurable poet, he must also be, as the 
jargon runs, sound on the great social ques- 
tions of the day. He must be Puritan enough 
to write a hymn in praise of Local Veto and 
sufficiently Pagan to compose a Pythian ode 
to the winner of the Derby. Though an officer 
of the court he must be obsequious to the 
crowd,” 

Plainly, the laureate when chosen will have 
a hard row to hoe, Poor Teunyson was pretty 
well pushed at times to furnish odes to cele 
brate the rapid increases in the royal family, 
but the job is even more difficult under pre:- 
ent conditions. A facetious member of the 
House of Commons has suggested that there 
be a competitive free-for-all, buteven poets 
have rights that should be respected—except 
the Spring, Gentle Spring brand. Meau- 
while Rosebery is the man to see that it is all 
adjusted —and he makes no sign, 


NEUTRALITY OF TREATY PORTS. 

It is reported from Washington that Pres- 
ident Cleveland practically has decided to 
join with Great Britain, Germany, and Italy 
to preserve the neutrality of what are known 
as the tréaty ports of China and Japan during 
the war between the people of those coun- 
tries, 188 some of the dispatches throw 
diser on the report. Both the Chinese and 
the Japanese Gavernments are said to have 
consented to the arrangement, which. though 
proposed by Lord Rosebery, the English 
Premier, gives the post of honor to the 
United States—all of which requires confirm- 
ation. All the conferences between the repre- 
sentatives of the four powers are stated to 
have been held in the office of Secretary 
Gresham, and one of the features of the plan 
is reported to be that the United States Min- 
isters and Consuls in Japan and China will 
represent the interests of the governments 
and peoples in the opposing country, the 
United States thus becoming a kind of 
trustee, representing the interests of each 
belligerent nation to the other. 

The plan is for the naval fleets of the four 
powers to occupy the harbors ef Amoy, Can- 
ton, Ningvo, Chin Kiang, Foo Choo, Shang- 
hai, Han Kow, Nitchwang, and Tien Tsin in 
China, and Yokohama and Nagasaki in Japan, 
these being the principal commercial ports of 
the two countries. These great cities arg to 
be protected against blockade and bombf&rd- 
ment by any foreign force and the commerce 
of the people be as free from interruption as 
if there were no war. Foreign residents in 
those cities will be protected not only in the 


conduct of their business, but from personal - 


violence, while the belligerent governments 
will be relieved from responsibility for any 
damages that may be sustained by foreigners. 
Under the terms of the arrangement the bel- 
ligerents could not fit out ships of . war in the 
harbors named or dispatch troops from them, 
but each has plenty of other ports which it 
could use for naval and military purposes, 
and vessels en route to and from the neutral 
ports could stop at any of the others subject 
to the ordinary risk of interference by 


. cruisers. 


It is stated that an effort was made to bring 


the French and Russian Ministers into the 


negotiations, but that they kept away under 
instructions from their respective govern- 
ments. [tis thought that Russia would not 
oppose the arrangement if convinced that the 
proposed occupation would be temporary 


only, but that she prefers to hold aloof till 


the preliminaries have been agreed upon by 
thé others, as then she will be in a position to 
dictate chahges instead of being in a minority. 
Also that the position of Francé renders it ad- 
visable for that country to know the inten- 
tions of Russia before disclosing its own 
wishes in the matter. An experienced diplo- 
mat at Washington is quoted as saying there 
is nothing unusual in such an occupation, 
but that it is customary to ask the consent of 
both belligerents, and that with such consent 
in this case the neutralization might be ef. 
fecteg (and maintained) without involving 
European nations in the fight. But there 
would be no excuse for the permanent 
neutralization of so many ports, especially if 
a European nation were acting on the other 
side, and no doubt Russia would be ready to 
oppose, vi et armis, any interference from 
England. 

The carrying out of this scheme would be 
a vast benefit to other than the beliigerents, 
permitting the flow. of international com- 
merce to proceed with little interruption be. 
tween Great Britain, Germany, Russia, and 
the United States and the countries of the 
far Orient. It would save from ruin many 
thousands of people in those countries, of na- 
tives of those lands who reside in China and 
Japan, and probably save many of the latter 
from death at the hands of a mob. But also 
it would conduce greatly to the benefit of the 
peoples of the belligerent countries them- 
selves, allowing much of the business current 
to run along in its accustomed channel, 
toning down the horrors of war to noh- 
combatants, and perhaps preventing much 
need less bloodshed among those pressed into 
the fight. So if the arrangement be not made 
already it ought to be made, and the United 
States administration should do all that may 
be necessary to bring to a successful issue a 
measure which would be fraught with so much 
good and so little evil to innocent parties.

This Colored Woman’s Abuse of Americans 
for Not Punishing Southerners for 
Lynching and Roasting Negroes Who 
Rape White Women=Vigorous Defense 
of Chicago and America by Mrs, Allie C. 
Willard=Scores Dislike of This Country 
by the Upper Classe in Engiand, 


Lonpoy, July 16.—[Editor of The Trib. 
une, ] It seems only right, only natural for a 
free born, liberty loving native of the proud 
old prairie State of IIlinois to appeal to Tax 
Tripung when there arises a discussion as to 
right, justice, country, patriotism.

If 
this is the result of her influence here her 
friends ought to recall her. This sort of stuff 
in a few of the high-toned English papers is 
no small item in giving America such a bad 
name here and among foreigners. 

True, Ida Wells has a perfect right to come 
hére to speak if she likes, and in fact do all 
sorts of things, but how does it look? 

She is smart, of good appearance, a good 
speaker, and has succeeded in being well re- 
ceived and in getting innumerabie reselu- 
tions passed by big meetings; has had a par- 
liamentary breakfast given in her honor and 
in all received many nice favors at tho hands 
of some influential and no doubt all agreéa- 
ble people, all of which she has, I'm told, ad- 
mirably reported to one of the Chicago pa- 
pers.

She has nota good word for her own coun- 
try or for any of her citizens, not even her 
7,000,000 blacks. It is very hard to hear 
one’s country thus abused to these high-toned 
Britons, who frankly say they are powerless 
to do anything. yet go on signing resolutions, 
eto. Yetif she is indorsed by American pa- 
pers they are all getting very nice 9 treat- 
ment in this article and hundreds o others 
like it. 

Why Go to England? 

If Miss Wells is imbued with a true am- 
bition to do good for her people is it not pos 
sible that she could have done more with ber 
influential newspapers and friends back of 
her, toward bringing about the desired end, 
by speaking and writing in America? If she 
has so much influence here she must have 
some there, for surely somewhere, somehow, 
she could also have enlisted some of her own 
people, some of the rich and educated negroes 
of New York, Chicago. Boston, Kansas City, 
St. Louis, and the far South, not on'y to 
speak anfl work among the whites, but to go 
among the negroes to teach them how to be- 
come stronger, braver, better nen. The poor 
blacks need such friends, men and women 
who understand them. They need to be 
taught to become citizens, the intellectual 
and political equal of the whites. This state 
attained, no one will stand on social recogni- 
tion nor a lack of it.

MAY ENL. ST NOW FOR TWO YEARS. 


New Law Governing Soldiers Will Go Into 
Effect at Once. 

Laavenworth, Kas., Aug. 4.—[Special. ]— 
A telegram was received by the commandent 
at Fort Leavenworth this morning from 
Washington announcing that President Cleve- 
lan 1 had signed the Outhwaite law regulating 
enlistment in the army and forall recruiting 
to be done in accordance with its provisions 
in the future. ‘This new law reduces the term 
of all enlistments from five to two years, and 
does away with the provisions for a discharge 
after part of the term has been served. The 
Proctor law, which did not allow soldiers to 
re6nlist after serving ten years, is annulled 
and members of the army can continue in the 
service until retired under the veteran act. 
Heretofore emigrants right off a ship were 
taken into,the army, but under this new law 
all recruits have to be native born Americans 
or persons who huve taken out full citizen- 
ship papers. The law imposes many restric 
tions on enlistment and is calculated to raise 
the standard of private soldiers. It has a 
tendency to increase their pay and greatly 
lessen the number of desertions.

JUDGE COLLINS’ DECISION IN MINNE-

Laws of the State Prohibiting the Killing 
of Game for Shipment Outside the 
State Are Held to Be Constitutional 
Opinion Is Alse Against an Express 
Company Taking a Consignment of 
Birds Lllegally Killed=Vigorous Cru- 
sade Is Begun on the Pot Hunters. 


Judge Collins of the Supreme Court of 
Minnesota has made all true sportsmen in 
that State happy by his recent decision, which 
upholds the State game laws and makes it 
unlawful to kill game for shipment outside 
the State, or to hold in cold storage or other- 
wise, for more than five days, game killed 
within the borders of the State.

A large 
percentage of the game sold in Chicago comes 
from nesota, and hundreds of carloads 


have been shipped annually from 
the State. Many laws haye been 
passed in the interest of game and 
fish protection, but all have been successfully 
evaded or disregarded by unprincipled deal- 
ers and so-called sportsmen who kill large 
quantities of game which is held in cold stor- 
age and used through the close season. 

The American Field of Aug. 4 publishes 
Judge Collins’ decision in full, with com- 
ments on it from R. W. Mathes, a corre- 
spondent of that paper. Mr. Mathews says: 

These cases have been fought by many game 
dealers who have spent muc time and 
money to defeat the laws. This will settle them 
and also settie the shipping or taking of game 
outside the State. Now that the State Game Com- 
missioners have won the fight they will enforce 
the laws to the letter. Cold storage houses will be 
compelled to do a legitimate business in game or 
quit handling it. There are. many sportsmen 
who bars been in the habit of killing large quan- 
tities of game during the open season and keep- 
ing itin cold storage during the close season. 
This also must stop. Sportsmen may come from 
other States and kill game, but they must not 
convey their game outside the State. Market 
shooters must find some other occupation. Every 
bird or animal killed in the State must be used 
within the State in open season. 

The cases disposed of by Judge Collins 
were the celebrated cases of the State against 
C. W. Rodman and R. E. Cobb, commission 
men, and the State against the Northern Pa- 
cific Express company. The decisions affirm 
the order of the lower court and remand the 
cases for judgment. 

All the Laws Constitutional. 


Judge Collins affirms also the constitution- 
ality of the amended game laws, which had 
been questioned in the lower courts. The de- 
fendants, fodman and Cobb, were indicted 
for having venison in their possession more 
than five days after the end of the open sea- 
son. Under the law the season for deer is 
only open from Nov. 1 to Nov. 
20. The penalty for having deer’e 
meat in possession after the lapse of 
five days after the beginning of the closed 
season is not less than $50 nor more than 
$100 nor less than sixty days nor more than 
ninety days’ imprisonment for every animal 
had in possession. The contention of the de- 
fendant was that the act should be construed 
as prohibiting only the possession during the 
closed season of game unlawfully caught or 
killed. On this point Judge Collins holds that 
the languague ot the act is so clear as to lea ve 
no room for any such construction. The de- 
fense also declared that the act proceeds upon 
the plan of declaring all game and fish within 
the boundaries to be its absolute property and 
proceeding, upon that basis, under what limi- 
tations persons may acguire a qualified right 
of property in it from the State. The defense 
contended that the State had no proprietary 
right in animals ferz nature and can acquire 
none by legislation. 

Judge Collins holds that point is immaterial, 
az it is not necessary to resort to any such 
doctrine. He points out that the ownership 
of wild animals is in the State not as pro- 
prietor but in its sovereign capacity as the 
representative for the benefit of all its people 
incommon. The preservation of such ani- 
mais as ure adapted to food purposes or other 
useful ends is a matter of public interest and 
is within the police power of the State, and to 
that end it may adopt any reasonable regula- 
tions, not only as to time and manner in 
which such game may be taken or killed, but 
also imposing iimitations upon the right of 
property in such game after it has been re- 
duced to possession. Such limitations deprive 
no person of his property, as he had no 
previous rights of property except under the 
limitations imposed. The object of the act is 
to preserve the game from extinction, and the 
Legislature can pass reasonable laws to effect 
that end. All game laws proceed upon this 
principle, and their constitutionaiity has never 
been successfully assailed. Judge Collins 
also maintains that no court would be justi- 
fied in declaring unreasonable the provisions 
limiting the time to five days after the com- 
mencement of the closed season during which 
a person may lawfully retain possession of 
game lawfully obtained, and points out that 
if no limitation was imposed frequent viola- 
tions, without any probability. of discovery, 
would be the result. The court also fails to 
discover any merit in the point that the 
subject of the amendatory act is not expressed 
in its title. 

In the case against the Northern Pacific 
Express company the only point raised not 
covered in the other two cases was that the 
Legislature has not the power to prohibit, 
during the open season, the receiving by a 
common carrier for the purpose of transpor- 
tation of fish which have been illegally caught 
within the State. In other words, the claim 
is made that the act unlawfully interferes 
with inter-State commerce. Judge Collins 
points out that the complete answer is that 
the fish had never become articles of com- 
merce within the meaning contended for by 
the defense. 


Crusade Against Pot-Hunters. 


The National Game, Bird, and Fish Protect- 
ive Association has commenced a crusade 
against the pot-hunters and all illegal game 
slaughtering in a number of States. In North 
and South Dakota, where there has never 
been any serious attempt to enforce the game 
law, and where few people have any idea 
that such laws exist, the association has 
gone to the trouble and expense of printing 
in pamphlet form all the acts governing the 
protection of game and fish. Thousands of 
copies of the acts have heen furnished every 
local officer of the organization, witb instruc- 
tions to scatter them all over the country, so 
that ignorance of the law will not be a prac- 
tical excuse for the lawbreakers in the future. 
The President of the association and its most 
active officer is ex-Game Warden Bortree of 
Illinois. 

The importance of the protection of game 
in the few States where it is yet plenty can be 
better understood when it is known that from 
one point in South Dakota last year eight 
carloads of prairie chickens were shipped to 
the Chicagomarket. Every bird was trapped 
contrary tolaw. The Protective Association 
has been particularly active in Minnesota. 
It has commenced the prosecution of In- 
dian hunters, who have for years 
killed game in all seasons for the market. 
Probably the first Indian ever prosecuted for 
killing game out of season was a professiona: 
hunter named Kosh-Ko-Wa-Bec. He was sent 
to jail for sixty days, July 27, from Brainerd, 
Minn. He was convicted of killing deer out 
of season. Others will be arrested. It is the 
purpose of the oragnized legitimate sportsmen 
all over the country to prosecute all offenders 
against the game laws. Illinois State Game 
Warden C. H. Blow has been busy for weeks 
arresting and prosecuting offenders in the 
ic 8 of * epee who have made a 
practice for years o illin 0 rairie 
chickens in the summer —. .

BURNING OF GARBAGE. 


Successful English System—Description of 
Prof. Forbes’ “ Destructor.” 

At the time of the cholera scare in 1892 
and the public discussions of sanitary regula- 
tions the New York Post published an inter- 
view with Prof. George Forbes, the distin- 
guished English electrician, then in this coun- 
try, on the subject of burning garbage, which 
was recognized at the time as containing 
valuable suggestions. It was largely through 
his instrumentality that the authorities in En- 
gland were induced to try the experiment of 
cremating street garbage and house or asb- 
bin” refuse in destructors.“ He invented 
a destructor for city refuse suitable for ob- 
taining steam power for the generation of 
electric light. The appointment by the Mayor 
of an advisory commission to look into the 
subject of proper disposal of garbage makes 
the professor’s remarks so timely now that 
* are here reproduced. Prof. For bes said: 

his plan is a very simple but a very effica- 
cious way o destroying all sorts of houtee and 
street refuse or garbage. It has proved suc- 
cessful wherever tried, and is recognized by 
the municipel authorities in England as the 
most satisfactory way of disposing of all house 
and street refuse. destructors are nowin 
use in Edinburg, Leeds, Birmingham, Man- 
chester, Southampton, Brighton, in many dis- 
tricts (vestries) of London, in Ealing, Old- 
ham, and in many other places. 

The plan of burning ash-bin refuse was first 
tried, 1 think, in 1876, and since 1880 it has 
become very general. The destructors are 
built of brick, and can be operated by the 
commonest kind of labor. In England we 
burn everything, not only the ashes and gar- 
bage, but old pots and pans, crockery, old 
shoes, and every possible sort of house refuse, 
including dead cats. We find it does not pay 
to sort the refuse. It is all thrown into the 
destructor, and the result is a slag which is 
very useful for the foundation of roadg, and 
a very little fine ash. No nuisance is caused 
by the >urning of the refuse. The destructor 
is complete, and the cost of the work is small. 

In cities and towns where this system is 
used the destructors are built in the places 
most convenient for the work to be done. so 
that as far as possible the refuse is carted 
down grade to the destructors, which, of 
course, makes the carting easier. 

In considering this subject I have en- 
deavored to find some way of making use of 
the power obtainable from the burning of the 
garbage. At first a boiler was placed in the 
main flues of one of the destructors and steam 
generated. It was found from ten 
pounds of garbage one pound of steam could 
be obtained, the garbage possessing only one- 
tenth the caloric value of the best fuel; but 
in the district of Paddmgton, where i was 
consulted when the destructor system was in- 
troduced,. it was found that the power ob- 
tained from the burning of the ash-bin refuse 
was sufficient to light the streets of that dis- 
trict of London with electricity, besides sup- 
plying electric lights to householders at a 
minimum cost. 

The District of Paddington contains, I 
think, about 100,000 inhabitants, and the 
quantity of garbage burned there is about 
30,000 tonsa year. These destructors are 
practically indestructible themselves; they 
are built of brick, and the furnaces are lined 
with a double thickness of flre-brick. The 
‘furnaces have arched roofs. A destructor 
generally contains six, eight, or ten fur. 
naces, in sets of three, four, or five, back to 
back, a main flue running between the two 
sets. In Paddington a single destructor con- 
taining ten furnaces is found sufficient to 
burn ailthe ash-bin refuse of that district. 
The furnace doors open out on a concrete 
flooring in the open air, from which the . fir- 
ing is done. An upper floor or platform is 
reached by a sloping roadway on. which the 
garbage is tipped, and from which access is 
obtained to the back end of the furnaces by 
hoppers on the upper floor, The gates are 
led from the main flue to the chimney-stack, 
being sometimes first passed through a dust 
chamber provided with baffles, behind 
which the dust is allowed to settle, to prevent 
it being carried up the chimney. tem- 
perature in the flue varies from 2,000° Fah- 
renheit near the furnaces to 1.500“ where it 
enters the chimney-stack. Each furnace con- 
sumes about seven tons (2,200 pounds to the 
tou) of refuse a day, so that it is generally 
found that one destructor of ten furnaces will 
destroy all the ash-bin refuse of a population 
of about 100,000 persons if run continuous- 
ly. That is a matter, however. that is easily 
regulated. The more destructors you have, 
of course, the more refuse you can burn. The 
fire or grate bars of the furnaces only require 
to be renewed every year or so; the destruc- 
tors are comparatively inexpensive to build. 

The actual net cost of operati the de- 
structors and burning the 8 in 
a great measure upon what disposition is 
finally made of the clinkers and whether the 
power that can be obtained from burning the 
refuse is putto any practical use, such, for 
instance, us produemg electric lights, In 
England the cost varies, but generally speak- 
ing I think it is found that the destruction of 
the refuse costs about 3}¢d (7 cents) per ton 
(2,240 pounds). That is exclusive of the 
cost of collectmg the refuse and carting to 
the destructors. The clinkers are used in 
Engiand for the foundation of road ways and 
also as a foundation for concrete instead of 
gravel. It is also ground up and sold for 
making mortar (in place of sand), for which 
it is very good; in fact there is nothing bet- 
ter. 

Of course, to get the full benefit of the 
power generated in the day-time by the burn- 
ing of the refuse for the purpose of electric 
lighting, some means of storage are required 
which would be applicable to continual or al- 
ternating currents. There is no doubt but 
that the use of destructors for getting rid of 
refuse, and for getting up steam for electric- 
lighting purposes, will play an important 
part in the future, but in most towns it would 
be im possible to get the full advantage from 
the destructors, because they must be 
burning refuse day and night, whereas 
for electric-lighting purposes, or the dis- 
tribution of power, it is only during cer- 
tain times of the day that there is a certain 
demand, so that the heat from the destructors 
is wasted for the greater part of theday. As 
the result from my experiments, I can say 
that there is not the slightest doubt that in 
the great majority of towns the ordinary ash- 
bin (house refuse) as a heat-preducing power 
would mean that ten pounds of refuse would 
equal one pound of ordinary coal, What we 
want, however, in order to get the full benefit 
of the cremation of the garbage, is an in- 
ventor to come forward with some means of 
storage which will enable boilers and engines 
to run at their full efficiency for twenty-four 
hours. Of the complete success of the 
destructor system for the disposition of house 
and street refuse, and even of the solids from 
the sewage, there is no doubt.

Kansas, where such results might be called 
freaks in wheat production. The enormous sur- 

plus of available supply carried over from 
these two years was supplemented by the full 
crop of 1893, certainly not overestimated at 
450,000,000 bu.

The citizens of Euglewood dida 
shrewd trick some years before they were taken 
into Chicago by obtaining a 2 B- cent 
fare to town before they would consent to give 
the road the franchise it sought. Thus it hap- 
pens that although the Eastern IIlinois sub- 
urban service extends southward as far as 
Crete most of its business is done between 
Englewood and Chicago. It carries about 
2,250,000 a year. & 

The St. Paul runs an exclusively suburban 
business on what is known as the Chicago and 
Evanston line, running as far north as Liew- 
ellen Park through the north shore suburbs 
of Buena Park, Sheridan Park. Argyle Park, 
Edgewater, Rogers Park, and Evanston. This 
line operates forty trains a day and carries 
about 1,750,000 annually. 

The Lake Shore operates three suburban 
branches—the Drexel boulevard line, the 
Stock-Yards, and aline to Whiting. There 
are forty-two trains on these lines and they 
carry about 1.500.000 a yaar. 

The Wisconsin Central does a large subur- 
ban business on what is known as the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific line, which extends from 
the Harrison Street Grand Central Station, 
by Halsted street; Ogden avenue, and West 
Forty-fifth street, to Altenheim. River 
Forest, and the new Harlem track. The 
road employs forty trains and carries 1,500,- 
000 or more a year.

There is a general 
impression that the suburban traffic is largely 
profitable. But this, railroad men say, isa 
mistake. It is as good as certain that some 
of the suburban lines are operated at a decid- 
ed loss, ostensibly as a convenience to the 
people; more probably in the hope of future 
profits. when the line shali have built up the 
territory through which it runs. Evea the 
more prosperous lines can be made by ingeni- 
ous bookkeeping to indicate a balance on the 
losing side. If a sufficient number of suffi- 
ciently large items were charged up against 
any branch of the business the resuit would 
be the same. The gross earnings of the IIli- 
nois Central suburban for the year ending 
June 30, 1893, are said to have been §760,- 
000. But in the report it was seen that this 
indicated a loss, because new equipment and 
repairs were charged up against the service.

tion ticket showed numbers on each side, 
which were punched out by the conductor. 
It was easily dissovered by the wicked com- 
muter that nuinbers picked up from the 
lap could be restored to their respective holes 
in the ticket, and by the use of a little paste 
be made good for another punch. This went 
on for years, but nobody ever heard of a rail- 
road company getting the worst of it fora 
very long time. Some years ago M. F. Mogg, 
a conductor on the Illinois Central, invented 
a new ticket and a new punch which literally 
**can’t be beat.“ On the new ticket tne num- 
bers are printed, each in alittle square around 
the edge of the ticket. The new punch, which 
is in effect a knife, cuts out the entire square 
and thus destroys the number entirely. Mr. 
Mogg is now stationmaster for the Illinois 
Central. His punch also records the mark of 
‘the conductor on the nargia of the ticket, so 
that in case of dispute the ticket affords a 
complete record of each ride. 

Another invention which figured in the 
World's Fair suburban traffic last year was 
the locking device used on the cattle cars. 
This sprang from the fertile brain of 
“Tommy” Morgan, the Socialist, who 
worked in the Illinois Central shops as a 
locksmith for twenty-five years before he 
laid down his apron to turn notary and law

often chosen to represent the Queen of 
Beauty at the old-fashioned tournaments. 
She had large deep-blue or violet eyes, black 
hair, black eyebrows and evelashes, and a 
complexion of lilies and roses—a kind of col- 
oring, Lord Dufferin says, rarely seen out of 
Ireland. Another sister was Mrs. Norton, a 
brunette, witha pure Greek profile and a 
clear olive complexion. Lord Dufferin’s 
mother, although her features were less regu- 
lar than those of her sisters, was recognized 
on ali hands as lovely and attractive, with a 
figure distinguished for its grace and sym- 
metry, and a sweet voice, to which, in com- 
pany with Mrs. Norton, she often did justice 
at concerts and assemblies. Her other gifts 
were numerous, the chief one being that 
of poetry, which alone would have 
won for, her an enduring fame.

Churchyard and Uncle Silas, as

to hold it up until they could escape, but the 
strain caused injuries from which recovery 
was pronounced hopeless. He was nursed for 
nearly a year at Lady Dufferin’s house in 
Highgate and on his death bed asked, as a last

band of the woman whom he had loved in vain 
for eighteen years. Being assured by thedoc- 
that the invalid could not re- 
cover, Lady Dufferin consented to the brief 
union, In less than six weeks Lord Gifford 
died.

On the morning of 
her death Lord Dufferin thinks that she must 
have had some presentiment that she would 
not live to another day. In a brief interval 
of consciousness allowed by the narcotics un- 
der which she was kept she sent for her 
daughter-in-law and children to her bed- 
side and, kissing them one after the other, 
bade them good-by in the same fond, cheer- 
ful way in which she was in the habit of 
wishing them good-night, with many a little 
tender joke and loving word of endearment.”

Popular Errors About Grape Seeds Ex- 
ploded by a Prominent Surgeon. 

New York World: A prominent doctor 
who has performed a score of successful oper- 
ations for the removal of that troublesome 
and inexplicable part of the human.anatomy, 
the vermiform appendix, says that the gen- 
eral impression that appendicitis is caused 
by the presence in the appendix of 
a cherry stone or 4a currant seed or 
a seed of ang kind is entirely erroneous. “I 
have not found a seed in the — of a 
single one of my cases,“ he said. A small 
bit of digested matter gets into the little sag. 
if the neck of itis open far enough to receive 
it. It may remain there for years and cause 
no trouble, and then again it may b on 
appendicitis almost immediately. here 
the patient is in good health, in four 
cases out of five the operation for re- 
moving the appendix is successful. 
There is a great difference in the length of 
time taken by surgeons to perform this, or, 
in fact, any delicate operation. There is one 
surgeon in the city who has performed the 
operation in eighteen minutes, which in- 
cluded the time from the moment the patient 
was brought in on the operating table until 
he was ready to be taken out. This is half 
the time that it requires the majority of skill- 
ful surgeons to do it. Of course, speed is

Come to America for Intellectual En- 
lightenment. 

The Japanese of all classes are so patriotic 
and so loftily, disdainfully, and uncom promis- 
ingly loyal to their own when there is any 
question as between them and the Chinese, 
either nationally or individually, that it would 
not be a matter of surprise if a large propor- 
tion of the goodly number that are gathered 
in San Francisco, now that hostility between 
Japan and China is formally declared, should 
depart for the seat of war. Should this oc- 
cur many housekeepers in the City of the 
Golden Gate would be. left like Rachel of old 
to mourn without comfort for servants who 
are in many respects ideal helpers. 

There is no gathering together in one part 


of San Francisco of Japanese as of Chinese 


in the Chinese quarter, but there are a larger 
number employed there in different capaci- 
ties, and at every turning one comes upon 
that which is Japanese. The politeness of a 
Japanese servant is so abundantly natural, so 
an ever present part of himseif, that it is first 
and last and altogether hie most striking 
characteristic. Yet so evident is it that his 
deferential suavity has its source in his own 
self-respect rather than ina brief desire to 
please that he is withal peculiarly 
dignified. In fact, the Japanese are 
unique in bemg able to render all 
sorts of service and still maintain, 
together with perfect flexibility and freedom, 
a fine dignity attractive rather than repellent. 
Never fora single moment, under any cir- 
cumstances, does his politeness, his selt- 
possession, or his dignity forsake him. He is 
not a creature of impulse and rarely is be- 
trayed into doing anything simply to cool his 
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cut off hishead with the dirk with which 
Takumi no Kami had performed hara kiri. 

Although all the people throughout the em- 
pire lauded them for their valor and faithful- 
ness and the Prince of Sindai entertained 
them, the fotty-seven Ronins, as they knew 
would be the case from the beginnmg, were 
obliged to perform hara kiri tor ving 
avenged their master as they did. After hav- 

washed the head of Kotsuké no Suké 
laid it an offering before their 
lord’s tomb and arranged with the priest to 
bury them decently, they bravely committed 
hard kiri were buried at Sengakuji 
in front of the tomb of their lord. When the 
fame of what the forty-seven R6nins had 
done was noised abroad, among those who 
flocked to their graves to pray was the Satsu- 
ma man who had spit upon Oishi Kuranosuz6é 
as he lay in the street apparently in a besot- 
ted state of drunkenness. After acknowl. 
edg ing and deploring his mistake he 
cast imself on the grave, and, as an 
atonement, stabbed himself there, Pitying 
him and recognizing his penitence the chief of 
the temple buried him beside the R6nins, and 
thus it transpired that there are forty-eight 
instead of forty-seven graves, which to this 
day are decked -with green boughs by pious 
hands. Incense is still burned for the forty- 
seven Ronins and everything that belonged to 
them is religiously preserved as something 
sacred. 

Although this is a picture of the fierce hero- 
ism and faithfulness of a long ago time, there 
is still much in the Japanese character, and 
particularly in Japanese servants, which re- 
minds due of it. They are faithful, and, 
where it is possible for them to do so, make 
the cause of household that 
they serve their own, le there an 
entertainment going forward, they delight in 
making it as fine as possible; is there sorrow, 
in their unostentatious, respectful way they 
share it, and the same is true of joy. Ifa 

uest is to be entertained he is their guest as 
ong as he remains, and their nice observa- 
tion of his peculiarities and needs insures his 
comfort. 
Whence Came the K?

Particularly is 
this true if there is a principle involved, 
Politeness Precedes a Fight, 

It is related that two Japanese servants, 
who were employed in the families of two 
friends in San Francisco, had a disagreement 
about some slight matter which each took 
seriously in their quiet fashion. At last, after 
several days, one of them made up his mind 
that nothing would be satisfactory to him 
but to do some personal injury to his fellow. 
countryman. He therefore went to him and 
in the most well-bred way in the world in- 
formed him that he carried a stone in his 
pocket with which he proposed, at his 
first convenience, to deface his physiognomy. 
He kept his word, which is a way the 
Japanese have of doing, and the first time 
the two met on common ground—it would 
be quite at variance with all Japanese tra- 
ditions to have entered into combat in the 
house of either one of their masters, and 
whatever else they are they are always true to 
their traditions—they proceeded to drub and 
stone each other with a will. 

Although their politeness and fealty may 
always be confidently counted on, they are 
by no means always as.candidly open in re- 
gard to their plans of vengeance as was the 
man who informed his enemy that he had a 
stone in his pocket with which he -proposed 
to batter him. The Jap can be subtle and 


long suffering; can lay deep plans and sacri- 
fice himself and all that belongs to him to 
bring them to fruition, as is illustrated in the 
history of the famous “ Forty-seven Ronins.“ 
This bit of history isso thoroughly charac- 
teristic as to be a revelation of the methods 
of this peculiar and interesting people. 
This history relates that nearly 
centuries ago two noblemen, Takumi

Kami and Kamei Soma, were appointed to 


receive tne Imperial Ambassador from the 
Court of the Mikado, who was sent to the 
Shogun at Leddo. That all might be done 
decently and in order, according to court 
etiquet, a high official, Kira Kotsuké no 
Suké, was named toinstruct him as te the 
proper ceremonies. Being a graspmg man 
this official. who was to give the instruction, 
expected valuable presents and, as Asano 
Takumi no Kami did not cause them to be 
bestowed upon him, he treated him with such 
rudeness and contempt that at last the noble- 
man resenting it drew his dirk upon him. As 
this occurted in the palace it was 
considered so ‘grave a crime it was 
decided by the courts that Takumi 
no Kami must perform hara kiri. This he 
did, his castle of AkO was confiscated, and his 
retainers became Ronins. One of these re- 
tainera, who had been the principal councilor 
of his master, Oishi Kuranosuké, with forty- 
six others, formed a league to avenge their 
master’s death by killing Kotsuké no Suké. 
This was a difficult thing to do, as Kotsuké no 
Suké, knowing what he had to fear. kept hi:m- 
self weil guarded. In order to allay suspicion 
it was decided to lead bim to believe there 
was no thought of vengeance. The better to 
accomplish this Oishi Kuranosuké gave him- 
self up, ostensibiy, to a life of dissipation. 
He even went so fer as to drink until 
he was drunk and going home lay down 
in the streets and permitted a Satsuma man 
who was passing to spit upon him and revile 
him as a fool, a coward, and a faithless beast 
for leaving his master’s death unavenged. 

e also put away his wife and children and to 
all outward appearance became an. utter 
wreck, 

Siashes Off His Head. 


In the meantime the other R6nins, disguised 
as carpenters, peddlers, etc., gai access 
to Kotsuké no Suké’s palace and, making 
themselves familiar with everything concern- 
ing it, reported to Kuranosuké: It was mid- 
Winter when their plans were mature and 
they proceeded to make an entrance into 
the palace of Kotsuké no .Suké. When 
they found him, not even in their 
hour of triumph and vengeance did they for- 
get the respect due his exalted station. The 
situation was fully explained to him and he 
was invited, and as he deciined, was entreat- 
ed to perform hara kiri, At last, as he would 
not die the death of a nobleman, Kuranosuké

Unlike this demanding maid who required 
that people do their own “reaching,” 
Sakai, as do all Japanese servants, espe. 
ciaily delighted in serving at the table. It 
also gave him the liveliest satisfaction to set 
the table elaborately. He enjoyed the effect 
as an artist enjoys a beautiful scene, and was 
always more than willing to undertake the 
work itinvolved. The beautiful appealed to 
him strongly, and his love of flowers was a 
passion. His room waa decorated with 
silken, hand - painted banners, which 

had sent to bim trom his 
home. In fact the apartment he occupied 
was like a scrap of Japan transplanted into 
an American house, 

Japanese servants, like Japanese artists, do 
everything they undertake with the nicest and 
most accurate thoroughness. As the under 
portions of all their carvings, bronzes, and 
other works of art are executed with the same 
careful skill that is evidenced in more prom- 
inent portions, soa Japanese servant slights 
nothing, however obscure. . More than this, 
the most delicate belonging may be trusted to 
him with periect confidence. He never breaks 
and in this respect he cer- 
tainly is exceptional among the serv- 
ants of the civilized world. Not only hav- 
ing deen taught from bis earliest 
childhood to regard things fragile and fine as 
littie less than sacred, but being descended, 
from many generations of those who have ap- 
preciated and prized the delicate and artistic, 
he has the knowledge of and the regard for 
things of this sort which make it natural for 
him to care for them intelligently. 


Is Eminently Terchable. 


Unlike the Chinese he affiliates with those 
about him and is eminently teachable. In 
fact, one of the strong incentives that brings 
the Japanese to this country is the desire to 
acquire such knowledge as they can obtain 
here. With scarcely an exception the Japan- 
ese servants in San Francisco, when their tasks 
are finished, devote themselves to the study of 
lessons which several times a week they re- 
hearse to competent teachers. They are partic- 
ularly devoted to history and Napoleon is a 
hero who with one accord tney particularly 
admire. They are also fond of elocution and 
delight in the grandiose and the serious, In 
fact, they have almost no sense of humor, 
although they have some appreciation of the 
grotesque. 

Many of those who are performing the 
duties of a maid of ell work in this country 
ure of the upper middle classes and are here 
for the express purpose of studying the 
language, customs, manners, and history of 
America, in order that when they réturn they 
may improve their own people in those 
respects where, in their Judgment, American 
methods are the better. The keynote of the 
Japanese at the present time is progress, 
while of the Chinese it is the stagnation 
of holding to what is and has been 
in the empire, where advancement is 
regarded as a crime and is one that is practic- 
ally unknown for many centuries, 

Many as are the virtues of Japanese serv- 
ants—and they are 30 many and desirable 
that shou!d these people come to this coun- 
try in numbers the dumestic service problem 
would not be far from solution—it must be 
admitted for heavy and extremely laborious 
work they are not a success. In their own 
country everything is light and delicate and 
arranged to avoid rather than to perform la- 
bor. They themselves are slender and are de- 
cidedly not the draft animals of the buman 
species. But, notwithstanding this is so, 
they 2 place in A= of labor which has 
never u successfully occupied, in bringi 
into the household the delicate coum aa 
care of the refined, appreciative, and faithful.

ODD MOQUI SPECIMENS. 


They Represent the Lesser Gods from the 
Arizona Redskins’ Olympus—Distriba- 
tion Resembles the Civilized Santa 


Claus BestowaleSome Are Rudely Ex- 


ecuted, Others Have Katcina Costume 
Reproduced=Little Girls Toddle About 
with These Kfigies on Their Backs. 


A collection of dolis has just been received 
by Mrs. Fletcher S. Bassett of this city which 
has an interest not to be measured by its at- 
traction for children. These strange dolisare 
from the Moqui Indians of Arizona and rep- 
resent the lesser gods of [the Moqui Olympus, 
resplendent in bright paint and eagle feathers. 
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The first detailed description of one 
of these Mogui dolls was published in The 
Folklorist, tbe journal of the Chicago Folk- 
lore Society, in July, 1893, by the late A. M. 
Stephens of Arizona. Mr. Stephens lived for 
years among the Moqui and his writings are 
the only authority on the subject of these 
Mogui dolls and their ceremonial significance. 
In describing the dolls and the ceremony at 
their distribution Mr. Stephens said: 

“The ceremonial makuig and distribution 
of the ti-hü (the native name of the dolls) is 
an interesting subject and common to all the 
village people, but with the Hopi many of 
these observances are lost or dulled in signifi- 


| cance through innovations and changed en vi- 


ronment. 

“Ostensibly they are made as gifts to the 
younger femalechildren and presented to them 
under circumstances leading them to believe 
that they were prepared specially for them by 
the Katcina, and in this respect are quite anal- 
ogous to our child gifts from Santa Claus. 
But the Hopi doll bas a wider significance, 
as through it the children receive their first 
instruction concerning the attributes and 
functions of te great host of beneficent in- 
termediaries called Katcina. Until a child is 
8 or 10 years old it is maintained in the 
fullest belief that all the Katcina 
celebrants seen in the village are not 
disguised men, but potent superhuman beings, 
and the utmost care is taken to prevent chil- 
dren from ever seeing an unmasked Katcina. 
The masks and other sacred paraphernalia 
are only taken to or from the Kiva during the 
night, or else carried concealed under the 
mantle, and in the dwelling houses they are 
secreted in nooks inaccessible to children, 
When a child reaches the age mention or 
when it is deemed to have sufficient under- 
standing, it is affcrded a clearer insight into 
some of the mysteries surrounding the Kat- 
cina, its first step being to the presence of the 
dreaded Tiin-w&, or flogging Katcina, who 
administersa sound thrashing with a sheaf of 
the narrow-leaf yucca. 

„These ti-hi, effigies or dolls, display all 
degrees of excellence or imperfections, ac- 


cording to the skili of the person making 


them. some with merely the crudest sugges- 
tion of feature, while in others every detail of 
the Katcina costume is reproduced with elab- 
orate nicety. Butin each the prescribed col- 
ors and emblems of the Katcina which it is 


intended to represent are strictly conformed | 


to either in imitation or conventionally, and 
the simpler foik-lore tales concerning it are 
told to the children by their parents. 

„At the protracted religious observance, 
beginning with the advent of the February 
moon, beans are. densely planted in large 
basins and other vessels in each Kiva, and 
fires are maintained in them day and night, 
raising the temperature until it well warrants 
their Spanish name of estufa, and in sixteen 
daya the plants attain a height of about 
twenty inches. During this time nearly all. 
the Kiva members prepare ti-hü in great 
variety, each man following his own fancy as 
to which Kateina he will carve a likeness, 
of some making two or turee or more 
of different Katcina for different: children. 
For weeks after this ceremony the giris may 
be seen toddling around with the ti-hü on 
their backs, the head peeping from the upper 
edge of the mantle, just as a Hopi mother 
carries her infant. ‘ 

„On the culminating day of this February 
ceremony, a little before dawn, a group of 
two or more young men are appointed in 
each Kiva to represent some Katcina, which 
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„% CHA-VEY-OL1” AND “ sHOY-Go-HU.” 


has. been determined on by the Kiva chiefs 
and elder members, and these young men ar- 
ray themselves in the appropriate costumes. 
By mutually consulting it is easy for each 
Kiva group to represent a different Katcina. 
While the Katcina are arraying tnemselves the 
plants are all pulled up by the roots and esch 
man ties his own plants in a neat bundle 
(butt to butt and tip to tip) with yucca 
string bound around it much after 
the fashion of a rug strap. 
The Katcina group being ready, they are 
gives as many of the ti-hü, shoes, plant 

undies, and other gifts as they can con- 
veniertly carry, and those who have pre- 
—— these things tell the distributing 

atcina to which children they are to be 
given. As soon as it is clear daylight the vil- 
lage is awake, and the mothers and children 
throng the house terraces in expectancy 
while the Katcina, in great diversity, but all 
brilliantiy costumed and wearing the scariet- 
bordered white mantle, are fitting swiftly 
back and forth, masked and silent. 
Katcina enters no dwelling-house, morely 
clim bing two or three rungs of ladder or 
high enough to bring his shouldere about on 
a level with the firat terrace, by motions 
designating the child he wants. The mother 
brings it to him, and he lays the gifts in the 
child's own hands, the mother pouring forth 
profuse thanks, to which tne Katcina responds 
with a bend of the head, résuming his swift 
round of distribution. . 

„The ti-hü is essentially a prayer emblem 
as much as if made specially for the altar, It. 
is only another of the numerous forms of 
emblematic prayer and is prescriptively made 
only of the root of the cottonw ” 

As soon as the little girls are tired the dolls 
are tied up in strings about the walls and are 
notso carefully guarded but outsiders may 
obtain a few of them. They are never made: 
for sale and their collection requires tact and 
patience,

There was great excitement in the State

irector’s desk and said a few words of thanks 
in probably very bad German. The rehearsal! 
began and Herr Reinecke withdrew to the 
hail. They played my first Suite, which 
consists of five movements, of which the first, 
Introduction and Fugue, passes as one of the 
best of my works. The first quarter of an 
hour, before I had grown accustomed to the 
strange faces in the orchestra, was the most 
cruel and difficult, which with so embarrassed 
and inexperienced director as myself will be 
comprehended. After the first pause, after 
the first remark, when I had opportunity 
to speak to rectify a misunderstanding, 
and approached nearer to the members 
of the orchestra, the agitation passed and 
there remained only the arxiety to obtain the 
best possible outec me. After the firs® move- 
ment of The Suite Isaw from the eyes and 
smiling ‘faces that many of the musicians 
were already mf friends. In consequence of 
this observation my timidity vanished and the 
entire rehearsal went well, but I received the 
assurance that I had the coéperation of an ex- 
cellent orchestra. Herr Reinecke and Herr 
Brahms remained during the rehearsal. 
When we met Herr Brahms aid not make any 
encouraging remarks, but he was, as I was 
told, very pleased with the first movement, 
but on the other hand with the following 
movements, particularly the fourth, Marche 
Miniature, he was not pleased. The next was 
the general rehearsal, At the Gewandhaus it 
is customary to admit the general pudlic, 
which in the main is composed of young stu- 
dents and in proportion fiery and 
iavish in expression of feeling as 
the audience at the concert proper is cold, 
severe, and niggardly. Suite and its 
author were received by the audience in at 
tendance at the rehearsal with stormy a 
pla use and honored by numerous recalls, It 
is very possible that certain Russian students, 
loud in expressions of their sympathy for a 
countryman composer, are to thank for this. 
Be that as it may with them, I myself was 
very pleased. 

‘The next day the concert took place. 
Brodsky had already prepared me in advance 
for the cold reception of the concert public, 
and consequently I was neither surprised nor 
astonished as, when Icame upon the stage, 
not a hand was raised and the response to my 
bow was a grave-like stillness. After the first 
movement there followed lively applause, whieh 
was repeated, stronger or weaker, after each 
movement. At the conclusion of the Suite I 
was twice recalled, which at the Gewandhaus 


is regarded as evidence of success.

Speaking of Reinecke’s reminiscences of 
Schumann, Tschaikowsky says: 

„Frequently brought into contact with 
Robert Schumann in his youth, he told me 
much that was characteristic from the 
life of the genial German master. 
Schumann was genuinely melancholy, and it 
was easy for one to foretell that this inherent 
melancholy would result in hypochondria and 
mental trouble, as actually happened. His 
silence was astonishing; it seemed as if every 
word cost extraordinary exertion. It is also 
worthy of note that Schumann’s organization 
was comp'etely lacking in the qualifications 
of a director. Herr Reinecke related to me a 
circumstance from which I discovered that 
Schumenn even failed to readily recognize 
the voices of the instruments in the orchestra, 
and that the feelmg of rhythm, so necessary 
toa conductor, was with him quite slight. 
How difficult it is for a musician to er- 
stand this defect in one who, judging from 
his work, was so particularly inventive in re- 
spect to rhythm.”

Resolves to Risk It. 


When the fugitive “Bip” came suddenly 
upon home of a face-camper he was 
naturally alarmed and he did not intend to 
tarry in that vicinity any longer than was 
necessary. As he was givinga quick and 
curious Gases over the moonlit opening 
from his hiding place in thethicket he saw the 
carcass of a deer, evidently killed that day, 
hanging from a pole in front of the camp. 
The mooh was shining full in the opening of 
the shanty and Bip could see the bunk and 
the outlines of its inmates and the loft above 
it. He was exceédingly hungry, fcr he had 
eaten nothing for more than twelve hours 
aud the sight of the fat deer hanging tempt- 
ingly near him increasei his gas wing desire 
for something to eat. In spite of the danger 
he resolved to cre@p out of the brush and cut 
a piece from the saddle of the deer with a 
knife he had secured on the Rix plantation, 
and to seek a safe place and eat it.

CHINESE LEGATION THE BIGGEST, 


Seventeen (Officials Constitute Yang Yu's 
Working Staff at Washington. 

Since the issue between China, Corea, and 
Japan has assumed so warlike and serious a 
character, and one which is likely to test 
the diplomatic resources of the three 
countries pretty thoroughly. the personnel 
of the Chinese Legation at Washing- 
ton becomes interesting. China's Lega- 
tion is the largest maintained by any 
country represented in America. Its head, 
Yang Yu, was an official of high rank on the 
civil staff of the Chinese Viceroy, Li Hung 
Chang, before accepting his present. mission. 
There are seventeen officials constituting the 
Minister’s working staff. Among the most 
important of these is C. F. Moore, attaché 
and translator. Mr. Moore is of Engiish par- 
entage, was born in China, and understands 
not only the ordinary Chinese vernacular but 
the Manchu or court language. Part of his 
official duty is to read the American papers 
and have such articles as he thinks are of con- 
sequence to the Minister transiated into Chi- 
nese for his benefit.

HOW OHIOAGO’S MAMMOTH OFFICE 
BUILDINGS ARE OONDUOTED. 


They Are Miniature Commercial Worlds, 
Not Equaled in Any Other City in 
Either Size or Equipment—Rigid Dis- 
cipline of the Working Forces That 
Keep the Huge Vehicles of Business 
Running=Salatary Effect of the “Lock- 
Step” on Janitors. 


Chicago’s mammoth office buildings are 

miniature worlds in themselves that are not 
equaled in any other city either in size or 
equipment. In them is concentrated the pro- 
fessional business of the city that radiates 
throughout the country. The manner in 
which these buildings are conducted so as to 
insure satisfaction to the exacting patrons is 
one of the most interesting municipal studies 
that Chicago presents. 
The Masonic Temple is the most interest- 
ing type of this class as it poses as the highest 
commercial building in the world, and pre- 
sents a commanding layer of twenty-one 
stories, reaching a height of 302 feet above 
the sidewalk to back up its claim. To the 
scoffer from Gotham it adds the crushing 
argument of 4,700 tons of steel and 16,000 
tons of fireproofiing used in its construction, 
and this is certainly enough to settle the ques- 
tion. It is a veritable walled city, witha 
population of avout 5,000, and governmental 
officers corresponding to Mayor and Council, 
The Mayor is W. F. Grower, more familiar!y 
known as manager or superintendent. He is 
the autocrat of his little city and bosses things 
generally and wisely. He earns about as 
much money in a year as the President of 
the United States, and gets about as much as 
the President of a small bank. His common 
council is com posed of fifty janitors and thirty 
‘“*serub ladies,“ but they cannot override 
his veto. He has an advantage over 
other Mayors in another unique respect. 
When the janitors finish their labors at night 
they assemble in a room, are examined to see 
that no stray valuables have stuck té their 
clothes, and then march out of the building in 
the lock-step. This plan is not carried out 
because of any presumption of dishonesty— 
in fact, the presumption is all the other way, 
as a janitor’s recora is carefully looked up for 
two years back before he is taken into service. 
It is simply a precaution against sudden falls 
from grace and even a protection for the men 
themselves from false accusations. It is a 
plan that might be copied in the case of other 
Common Councils and would have the added 
advantage of getting the real Alderman ac- 
customed to the lock-step that many are 
forced subsequently to adopt for a season. 


One Kind of a Chief Janitor. 

Mr. Grower is not a chief janitor, but he 
has one. No self-respecting building, even a 
small one, could get along without a chief 
janitor. But this chief janitor busies himself 
with caring for the interests of his tenants 
and not with making life miserable for them, 
and m this respect differs from some others 
of his dlass. He also sees that the forty-nine 
other jantrs and the. thirty ‘‘ scrub ladies 
do not shirk their work, and looks out for 
dogs, book agents, and peddlers. The three 
come under one head, barred.“ The last 
dog that cameinto the building was chased 
up to the eighteenth floor, where he disap- 
peared. As far as any one in the building 
knows he is up there yet. as he was not seen 
to come down the stairs or the central open 
shaft. The last peddler that came into the 
building reached the tenth floor—on the ele- 
vator. But he is not in there yet, as he came 
down—on the stairs. 

Two of the janitors have the pleasing func- 
tion of going through the contents of the 
waste-paper baskets. They find in them 
everything from diamond pins to ladies’ 
cloaks. The cloaks are rarities, but the pins 
come often. These two séarchers begin their 
work at midnight, when the “ scrub ladies 
have finished, They spend the night carefully 
dissecting the mass of waste stuff that has ac- 
cumulated during the day. All articles of 
value are taken to the office of the building to 
be claimed by the owners and the débris is 
burned. Something is found nearly every 
night, and it is an interesting commentary on 
the thoroughness of the work that nearly all 
articles reported “lost” are also reported 
found.“ The sweepings from the vari- 
ous offices and corridors are subjected to a 
like scrutiny, with often startling results. A 
recent find was the gold crown toa tooth 
dropped by one of the dentistsin the build- 
ing. A special janitor is in charge of the 
‘* sweepings,’”’ and he works all day at his 
dusty labcr. 

Vast “Vox Populi.” 


There is an immense “vox populi in the 
Temple, and if its vox could only get into 
print as more fayored voces in the outer 
worid, 1t would rival the showing of the most 
voluminous newspaper. The vox populi is 
dedicated solely to Mr. Grower. It thrives 
on a sudden change in the weather. It most 
frequently takes this form. Mr. Tenant 
enters his office and finds the thermometer 
registering 90°. He hurries down to Mr. 
Grower full of indignation. His office is too 
hot, and he wants it cooled. Mr. Grower 
sends one of his aldermanic janitors up with 
Mr. Tenant. The latter growls, watches the 
janitor with some suspicion as he turns off 
the heat (which was turned on in the room 
at full head), sniffs as the window is lowered, 
and settles back comforted by what he could 
have done himself in one minute. 

Five minutes elapse and a typicul Chicago 
change occurs.

As he did 
so a car flashed into sight going 
down another shaft, but before he could 
shout it had gone. There are fourteen of these 
shafts and in desperation he took to running 
around the arc they form, in the hope of head. 
ing off one of the elusive cars. Luck was 
against him and the cars going down were 
always on the opposite end of the are. He 
finally tired of this plan and planted himseif 
in tront of one shaft and ~~ a systematic 
shouting of down ten.“ © was not lured 
away by the maze of other ascend and 
descending cars. His patience wan’ Seale 
rewarded, but not until one of the aldermanic 
janitors had cautioned him against making so 
much noise. He had a feeble sort of revenge 
as the car shot down past the seventh floor 
by hearing a man shout intermittently :

“Seven-Up” on an Elevator.

It is an interesting fact, too, that 
the wire rope used in the elevators would, if 
stretched out, reach a distance of sixteen 
miles, and the chains used in connection with 
them would, if im one length, stretch 
over a listance ot 3,920 feet. 
One.of the main points in the elevators in an 
economic way is a contrivance to balance the 


enormous weight of the suspending rope. In 


ordinary elevators considerable hydraulic 
power is wasted in lif the Sones. which

wedge safety apparatus is used. This isan 
attachment that if the ropes should break 
will be thrust into wooden guides and stop 
the downward course of the car. The more 
heavily loaded the car is the more strongly 
will the safety apparatus be thrust into the 
guides and the more firmly will it hold. 

These elevators are run on the hydraulic 
principle. The amount of water that passes 
through the pumping machines every ‘day 
would make à trout pond 240 feet long. 100 
feet. wide, and 50 feetdeep. The water 
goes through the cylinders is not wasted but is 
constartly circulating between the cellar and 
roof of the building. In the cellar there are 
tanks for 30,000 gallons of water and 20,000 
gallons are stored on the roof. The pumping 
machines capable of supplying a town of 
60,000 people with water are constantly en- 
gaged pumping the water to the roof from 
which it descends exerting a hydraulic pres- 
sure of 140 pounds to the square inch to set 
the cars flying on their trips. 

Sailors Wash the Windows.

Six Times Make a Mile. 

When one has walked around the Monad- 
nock Building six times he has done a mile, 
with a few hundred feet for good measure.

building during the day. This number is esti- 
mated from the elevator service. There are 
sixteen cars divided upinto four sections of 
four cars each. Each car makes 305 trips a 
day and the average of persons carried is not 
less than five. These elevator sections are 
placed at intervals along the long central hall 
that stretches through the length of the build- 
ing. They are arranged with special refer- 
ence to the nine separate entrances. This 
division is made necessary by the peculiar 
shape of the building, which differs from any 
other in Chicago in this respect. It towers 
above its surroundings with an abruptness 
that suggests the source of its mouthful of a 
name, r. Brooks, the owner, is responsible 
for the imposition. His homeisin New En- 
gland and he perpetuates in his building here 
a favorite mountain in New Hampshire. 

It requires 500 tons of coal a month to heat 
the building and furnish power for running 
the various appliances. „The supply is re- 
newed daily as fast as it is burned, up to the 
storage capacity, 200 tons. This system pre- 
vails in most of the big office buildings in the 
city, so that in times of fuel scarcity, as dur- 
ing the late unpleasantness, the tenants 
will not suffer. : ; 

Railroad Men and Electricians, 


The Monadnock tenants run somewhat toa 
specialty: There are more railroad offices 
than in any one other building in the city. It 
also houses majority of the electrical con- 
cerns of the city, with a scattering of lawyers 
to fill in the chinks. * 

The Venetian Building is one of the unique 
features of Chicago. It was designed for 
the special accommodation of physicians and 
dentists. It has fulfilled its mission, having 
a population of 1,200 recruited exclusively 
from these professions.

Suggestions for Dog- Day Menus That Will 
Prove Valuable to Housewives. 

Soups are stimulating, not nourishing, as 
many suppose. Those well-meaning patrons 
who provide hot soup for the poor in winter 
increase the hunger they mean to allay. 
Soups fire up the system and excite the flow 
of gastric juices. This is desirable in cold 
weather, but a tax instead of a benefit when 
the temperature is at fever heat, says the 
New York World, 

Meats are heat producing and the very 
worst of ail summer foods. The system 
craves fats, but the butcher shop is not the 
only source of supply. Melted butter on 
vegetables, rice, hominy, and fish, ice- hard- 
ened butter on toast or well-baked bread, oil 
on salads, bananas, apples, potatoes, parsnips, 
and egg plant fried in boiling: fat, and sweet 
cream and rich milk are sufficiently oily to 
satisfy nature and delight the taste. , 

Hot broiled salmon and halibut served with 
ice-cold mayonnaise and dry toast, followed 
by a dish of fruit and half a pint of sweet 
milk, make a far better dinner for a hot day 
than meat.and vegetables. If the individual 
wants to be cool she must be temperate, The 
meal that in process of consumption throws 
thediner into a red heat and precipitates per- 
spiration is not good hygiene. Different sea- 
sons require different habits of life. Vacations 
are considered demoralizing by the best think- 
ers, for the reason that the average ialet does 
nothing, thereby causing an unhealthy ¢ondi- 
tion of the mind, which must have occupation 
to be rational.

Beaten Chicago Twice Over. 


So far as the building of a new city is con- 
cerned London has beaten Chicago —4 over. 
The only difference is that, Whereas Chicego 
started with nothing, London had a huge nucleus 
of a million inhabitants. Still the fact remains 
that in the 688 miles com the metropol- 
itan police district 8,000 of people have come 
fo live in 1894, which is ties as much new popu- 
ation as that which is to be found in the city on 
the stores of Lake Michigan. This is a very re- 
masse ble fact, look at it 


neces- 
to create ho » Streets, railways, and 
all the neocvussities of civilized existence. That 
is no doubt true, but it is equally true that Lon- 
don bas had to create in the same period houses, 
streets, raiiroads, and all the appliances of civil- 
ization for twice as many people as those who in- 
habit Chicago. New London—that is to say, the 
city which has come into existence outside the 
old Loudon of 1812—is quite as great in mere 
numbers and mauy times greater lu other things 
than the City of Chicago. Therefore, even in the 
phenomenal ageregation of population within 
the lifetime of a singie individuai, London has 
no reason to fear comparison with Chicago. 

The growth of London is evén more remark- 
able than that of Chicago, because Chi 
started with no dead weight in the shape of a 
based, pauperized, and degraded class such as 
has swarmed from times immemorial in the 
slums of London. The buiiders of the new 
Babylon on the Thames which has eprung u 
around our capital had not the immense ad- 
vantage of virgin soil and a territory upon which 
the city builder could lay out his plans as he 
pleased without fear of . interests other 
than those of the prairie wolf and the wander-

Hard to Kill if You Don’t Hit Them in 
the BR ght Piace=<Fiving Fish. 

San Dinco; Cal., July 25.— [Special Corre- 
spondence. }—Eight miles inland from this 
city the sportsman can get the finest kind of 
mountain lion shooting. Eight miles out at 
sea, on the rookeries of the Coronado Islands, 
sea lions bask in the sun and gambol in the 
water by the thousands. Ona clear day they 
can be seen from the veranda of the Hotel 
Florence through. a powerful field-giass. It 
requires skill to bag this lion of the sea. On 
approaching the rookery occupied by a numer- 
ous herd one first hears their long, plaintive 
howlings, as if in distress; but when hear 
them the sounds become more varied and 
deafening. The old males roar so loudly ae 
to drown the noise of the heaviest surf among

the rocks and caverns, and the pups croak 
hoarsely or send forth sounds like the 
bleating of sheep or the barking of dogs. 
A rookery of matured animals presents 
a ferociousand defiant appearance, but be- 
coming alarmed at the approach of man, in 
their efforts to escape to the water they roll, 
tumble, and sometimes make tearful leaps 
from high, precipitous rocks. In one in- 
stance avout twenty lions were collected on 
the brink of a precipitous cliff at least sixty 
feet above the roeks which sheived from the 
beach below. The hunters seeking their 
capture thought that by surprising them they 
could drive the lions over cliff, and that 
the tremendous fall upon the sharp rocks be- 
low would kill every one of the animals. The 
surprise was successful. Every lion jumped 
to what seemed certain death, but to the 
chagrin of the hunters when they arrived at 
the foot of the cliff where they expected to 
find the lious either helplessly mutilated or 
dead, the last unimalof the herd was seen 
plunging into the sea. California sea 
ion is a tough customer. 

To killa sea lion the bullet must hit him 
in or near the ear, for a ball in any other part 
of the body has no more effect than it would 
in a grizziy bear. Sea lions can scent a man 
as readily as do deer, so that great caution is 
necessary when approaching within shooting 
distance. The professional lion hunter is a 
skilled marksman, and in emptying the six-

teen shots from his rifle into a fleeing herd he 
can usually shoot tweive of the beasts through 
the head. killing them instantly. If wounded 
the ifon reaches water and escapes. 

The sea lion eats fish, mollusks, and sea- 
fowl. Their principal feathery food in north- 
ern waters is the gull, and their manner of 
decoying and catching these birds displays no 
little degree of cunning. When in pursuit 
the animal dives deeply under water and 
swims some distance from where it disap- 
peared; then rising cautiously it exposes the 
tip of its nose above tne surface, at the same 
tame giving it a rotary motion like that of a 
water bug at play. The unwary bird on: the 
wing, seeing the object near by, alights to 
catch it, while the sea lion settles beneath the 
waves and at one bound, with extended jaws, 
seizes ite screaming prey and instantly de- 
vours it. It is estimated that a sen lion eats 
twenty-five to forty pouads of fish daily. He 
takes a large fish in his mouth, gives it a 
shake, bites out a large piece, dropa it, and 
then diving again, catches it, and rising to 
the surface takes another nibble, until it is 
consumed, At one time there were 25.000 
sea lions living in one of the large California 
bays. They ate more tish than tne fishermen 
caught, and an effort was made to have the 
Legislature offer a bounty of $1 a skin for 
the hides of these lions. Instead of that a 
law was passed to protect the animals in the 
harbor of San Francisco, and 3 
tries have suffered in consequence, © lion 
can go for a month without food, 

Hunters use the hides of the lions for 
leather and glue. The bristles or whiskers are 
sent to China. The Mongolians use these

hairs for ornaments, mounting them with 
old. Lion livers are used as medicine by the 
‘hinese and are considered a radical cure for 
many acute diseases. 

Farther north the walrus thrives. The chief 
use of the great tusks of the wairus is to aid 
in ianding upon a rocky shore and heip in its 
clumsy locbmotion. A walrus makes a ter- 
rifle noise. His roar can be heard for several 
miles, The animal, though savage m appear- 
ance, is harmiess and inoffensive. If attacked 
and enraged he is a terrible fighter. es ally 
when deiending the young, toward which the 
wairus exhibits much affection. . A fair-sized 
walrus has a girth of 10 to 14 feet 
and weighs 2,000 pounce, the skin alone 
weighing 250 to 400 pounds, and the head 
from sixty to eighty pounds. The walrus was 
the sea horse of ancient writers. Its hide, oil, 
and tusks are all that white hunters save from 
the huge carcass. Indians depend upon the 
meat ior food durgng the winter. They make 
bird nets of the sifews, From the intestines 
waterproof clothing is made, and the soles of 
the flippers fufnish footwear. 

On North Island in this beautiful land- 
locked Bay of San Diego the hunter finds 
thousands of quail and jack rabbita. The 
birds fly quicker than Eastera birds and it is 
harder to hit them. After tiring of quail 
shooting the gunner can step into a sailboat 
and after sailing out into the ocean for an 


hour or 80 reaches the haunta of 
the California flying fish. It attains 
the length of eighicen inches and 


weight of neariy two pounds, being one of 
the largest of the flying fi-hes of the worid. 
When flushed from its watery cover by the 
approach of a boat it rises three or four feet 
and continues its fl. cht for a quarter to halt a 
mile.

The nature of these beautiful objects, which 
were long a puzzle for astronomers, is now 
well understood. There are circling around 
the sun, besides the planets and comets, and 
forming a part of the soiar system, millions 
of minute particies or small masses of matter. 
which probably rarely exceed the size of pav- 
ing-stones and are more often smaller than 
marbles, and which may, therefore, be re- 
garded as a sort ot cosmical dust, too fine to 
be seen by the la t telescopes. These 
minute celestial ies are associated in 
shoals, or clusters, millions of them circling 
arqund the sun in the same orbit. Their 
movement may be likened to the march of a 
mighty army. A main body, which may be 
some millions of milesin length and some 
thousdnds of miles in breadth, and which is 
madeup of individuals that are probably 
rarely less than 200 or 300 miles apart, is 
followed by straggiers that have in the course 
of time become separated from the main 
body and are scattered in greater or less num- 
ber along the entire line. 

The orbits of these meteors, like those of 
comets, with which they are now known to be 
intimately related, have no common plane, 
but may extend outward from the sun in any 
direction. Some of them cross the earth’s 
orbit, and it is to this circumstance alone that 
we know of the existence of these minute 
bodies. When the earth encounters one of 

meteor streams, it plunges through it 

the reckless aso of more than eight- 
een miles a second, and woe to the meteor 
that stands in its way. The meteor itself is in 
rapid motion and often when it is struck by 
the earth it is moving in a contrary direction. 
The collision is a frightful one and is fatal to 
the meteor. Entering the earth’s atmosphere 
with a speed fifty or a hundred times that of 
a rifle ball, it becomes heated by the friction 


of the air to redness, to whiteness, and usually 


within a second of time it has been entirely 
consumed with a streak of splendor. 

Usually the earth in its pa e through a 
meteor stream encounters only stragglers, 
but occasionally the main body of the army 
lies across its path, and then occur those 
grand b omena known as meteor show- 
ers, when miliions upon millions of these 
luckless objects are gathered up by the earth 
in the course of a few hours. The August 
meteors move in an orbit so large that show- 
ers occur only at intervals of 108 years; but 
the number of stragglers is so great as to af- 
ford us annually a fine display of this species 
of celestial fireworks. 

The direction in which a meteor is seen to 
move upon entering the earth’s atmosphere is 
different for each system, Those belonging 
to the same system always move in the same 
direction; that is. their paths are parallel 
with one another. Yet, from the law of per- 
epective, they appear to radiate from some 
central point. The position of this radiant”’ 
has been chosen as a convenient means of 
naming the system. The August meteors, in 
whatever part of the heavens they may be 
seen, all seem to radiate from the constella- 
tion Perseus. Hence they are called the 
Perseids. The ition of thig radiant is 
marked on the planisphere. It can easily be 
found by noting its relation to the stars in Cas- 
sio 

The Planets. 

Mercury, Venus. J 5 one and Neptune are 
now morning stars. Jupiter rises between 1 
and 2 o’clock, Venus at about 3 o clock, and 
Mercury an hour later. All three may now 
be seen above the eastern horizon an hour 
or so before sunrise. Mercury will reach its 
greatest western elongation Aug. 8. 

Saturn, Uranus, and rs are evening 
stars, and are all above the horizon at 9 p. m. 
in the positions shown on the planisphere.

WHITE WOMAN LIVES AND ‘DIES 
AMONG THE INDIANS. 


Romantic Tale Recalled by the Death of 


Godfroy, Last Lineal Chief of the Mi- 


amis = His Grandmother Captured in 
Pennsylvania in 1770 <— Discovered by 
Relatives in 1837, Then an Aged Wom- 
an, but Refuses to Leave Her Tribal 
Lite- Buried Near Peru, Ind. 

Perv, Ind., July 28.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The recent death of James R. God- 
froy, the last lineal chief of the Miami In- 
dians, and the acquisition of the title by Ga- 
briel Godfroy bring to light some facts re- 
garding their grandmother, whose history is 
one of the strangest and most romantic ever 
written. Gabriel Godfroy was a half-brother 
and in direct line with the dead chief. Ga- 
briel and James Godfroy’s father was named 
Francis, ana was known as the great war 
chief of the Miamis. Their grandfather was 
Wap-pa-shan-a, or Deaf Man, whom Francis 
succeeded, The wife of Deaf Man was known 
among the Indians as Shep-pa-cah-na, and 
almost up to the time of her death no one 
ever suspected she was other than a full- 
blooded Miami Indian. Her real name was 
Frances Slocum, and her parents former 


residents of Wyoming, Pa., whence she was 


stolen when a child and brought West. 

Some time in 1828 Col. G. W. Ewing, an 
extensive Indian trader, made the discovery 
she was a white woman. He learned this one 
night while stopping with them, Frances 
being ill and confiding to him what she could 
remember as a child when stolen. Ewing 
wrote to some parties at Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
but received no reply for two years. At the 
end of this period a letter came to him from 
some parties at that place ahd a correspond- 
ence was opened with the result that the 
Slocum family determined to 20me West and 
see if the Miama Indian chief’s wife was real- 
ly their long lost sister. 

Story Told in Old Files. 

The story is best tola from some old files of 
the Peru Forester of Sept. 26, 1837, as fol- 
lows: 

Isaac Slocum, a younger brother of Frances, 
arrived in town from Sandusky County, O., and, 


in company with an interpreter, James ar gg ö 


went to Deaf Man's Village, nine miles east o 

Peru. Mr. Slocum on the w remarked that if 
the woman was really his sisfer he would recog: 
nize her by a scar upon the forefinger of her left 
band, caused from a blow with a hammer upon 
an anvil while at play with him when a child, 
but he knew of no other way in which he could 
convince himself. Mr. Miller went to the house 
alone to prepare the old lady for the 
greeting with her brother, but found her 
unwilli to meet him. The brother finally 
entered the house, and gaz upon the changed 
appearance of Frances. exclaimed: “ God! 
Is this my sister?" Then grasping her hand he 
drew her toward the lignt and beheld the scar— 
the identical sear he had described. He was sat- 
isfied, but Frances was unwilling to believe him 
her brother. Mr. Miller then interrogated her as 
to the scar upon her finger, and she related the 
same story. Before they separated Frances was 
satisfied to acknowledge him as her brother, but 
t bowed no desire nor inclination to leave the wig- 
wam after her residence of sixty years among 
the Indians. 

From an Old Letter. 


The tale of this woman is continued in a 
private letter written by Mrs. Mary Town, 
who, with her brother Joseph, arrived a few 
days later, Sept. 27, 1837. 

We arrived here the 2lst inst. The town is 
new and flourishing, situated on the north side 
of the Wabash River, below the mouth of the 
Mississinewa River. The last twenty-five 
miles we traveled was throngh the Mi- 
ami rve, without any white  inhabi- 
tants. Isaac Slocum was awaiting our arrival. 
He has visited the ‘woman mentioned by Mr. 
Ewing, and is satisfied she is our sister, who 
was taken captive. The next day, with Mr.. 
Miller and two other gentlemen, we repaired to 
the village. Fording the river here we came to 
the Mississinewa, thence about five miles to the 
indian town, surrounded with blue grass pastur- 
age and magnificent corn fields. me of the 
natives were about their houses, others at tents 
corn fields 
Whatever 


there until 

we came to the spat’ of Godfroy, 

chief of the Miamis, consisting of five 
two-story houses within an inclosure of half an 
acre, which we entered through a gate wide 
enough for a carriage to pass. We were courte- 
ously received and promised all the assistance in 
his power. He is over 50 years of age, portly, 
and of a majestic appearance, being more than 
six feet high, well proportioned, and weighing 
about 300 pounds. He was d in leggins 
and a blue calico skirt that came down to his 
knees, profusely ornamented with ruffles. His 
hair was nearly grey ang tisd in a queue hang- 
i down his c Thence we proceeded 
to Deaf Man's Village. There we found the hus- 
band of the youngest daughter, who mounted his 
pony and went with us to the village, where we 
were introduced to the captive, her two daugh- 
ters, and Capt. Broulette. the husband of 
elder. Uncle Joseph at once ized his sis- 
ter,and after conversing with em for some 
time proposed they accompany us to Peru to 
see rs. Town, Miller had to give 
the old lady some ve strong assurances 
we no &@ intents to take her 
away. contrary to her inclinations, ere she 
would consent to go, but at length, accompanied 
by her two daughters and their husb s, she 
returned with us to Peru, where she was recog- 
ni as a long-lost sister. They joined us at 
supper table and felt perfectly at ease. They 
were satisfied we were relatives, so much so that 
she felt jnstitied in n us their friendship. 
This was done one of them placing on the 
stand some thi wrapped in a white. cloth, after 
which they spoke with the interpreter in a sol- 
emp manner, when he rose up and said they were 
our friends, and by way of acknowledging them- 
selves such they presen us with a piece of 
fresh venison. The next — they all came 
to breakfast with us and duri e day the cap 
tive gave us all her history as she could recollect 
it. There are many Tega: gee a in ber life, 
and she and ber family in ir native costume 
their extreme simplicity of manner, the natural 
modesty and solemnity of their deport- 
ment, form an interesting picture. 
The are wealthy, having some hun- 
d horses and many cattle and hogs. 
They dress richly, and the old lady told me she 
always had plenty and lived happily with the In- 
dians. Her husband and two of her children 
were buried where she now lives, and she can 
never think of leaving her present home, and I 
think she is right, forthe family appears to be 
the happiest I ever saw. 


The Woman’s Own Story. 


This noted woman, who died March 9, 
1847, was aged 75 years. Her story, as re- 
lated through interpreters, is as follows: 

In the afternoon of the year 1770 Frances and 
other children, while playing near her father’s 
house near Wilkesbarre, Pa., were approached 
by hostile Delawares who killed one boy, taking 
another and herself prisoners. They were trans- 
ferred to Tuk-hos, a chief of that nation and a 
man of 2 distinction. The chief, after receiv- 
ing his little prisoner, dressed and decorated 
her in the gaysst manner, with wampum, beads, 
fine feathers, and otherwise treated her in a kind. 
ly manner. After a few months of her captivity 

e Indians leftthe Wyommg Valley, going to 
Genesee Falls. There, after a short stay, ey 
went to Niagara, where they remained during 

n. Wayne's war. From Niagara they went to 
Sandusky, where they made bark canoes and 
several thousand of them went to Detroit, 
remaining there three years. Thence the 
removed to Brownstown, where the captive liv 
with a Delaware as his wife, but having no issue 

him; thence to Fort Wayne, where she was 
married to Deaf Man, thence to Osage Village, 
near this city, where she died. Her remains lie 
in the Indian burying ground some three miles 
east of this city, along with the great chiefs of 
the tribe. A large number of her descendants 
yet live in this country. |
